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SLADSTONE AND THE IRISH 


GWE CALLS MR. SMITHS RECENT 
SPEECH SCANDALOUS, 
\ND SAYS THE TORIES ARE TRYING TO 
CONVERT IRISHMEN—A BANQUET TO 

BALFOUR. 


Lonpon, April 11.—Mr. Gladstone, 
speaking at a banquet of the National Liberal 
Club to-night, criticised Mr. W. H. Smith’s re- 
ply to Sir Edward Watkin in the House of Com- 
mona. In’ refusing the extension of local gov- 
eroment in Ireland, Mr. Gladstone said, Mr. 
Smith had entirely dispelled the brightest idea 
of 2,000,000 loyalists. Mr. Smith had let the 
catoutof the bag when he signified that the 
peuple of Ireland were all wrong, and that the 
‘Government was obliged to await their conver- 
Bion. The question was whether the Irish 
were to be permitted to entertain and 
act upon a purely political opinion. The 
Irish did not enjoy such privileges of 
local government as existed jn England, yet 
they were to remain thus till they abandoned an 
idea which, in his opinion, was dearer to them 
than life. It was only natural that the Irish 
should utilize everything in their representative 
institutious to promoie their dearest purpose, 
If the English were in the same position they 
would do the same thing. Their fathers had 
used the liberties they enjoved to win fresh lib- 
erties to which they were entitled. He was 
Very agreeably surprised by the rapid change ot 
public opinion in England with referenos to Ire- 
lanit, and he thought Mr. Smith's declaration 
Was Scanualous and dishonuring to the English 
nation. 

Proi. John Tyndall, ia an article in the Union, 
Bays: **Mr. Gladstone, with his eapacity for 
Verbiage, fails to conceal his Jack of wisdom. 
Tue Liberals know it, yet follow him in @ course 
of deadly peril to the nation—a course resolved 
Npou without reflection or counsel or conti ol 
from the Liberai Party.

BISMARCK WILL NOT RESIGN. 
THE EMPEROR POSTPONES BATTENBERG’S 
VISIT—THE EMPRESS OBSTINATE. 

BERLIN, April 11.—The Post says that all 
fear of Prince Bismarck resigning has disap- 
peared and that the idea of the betrothal of 
Princess Victoria to Prince Alexander of Batten- 
berg has been abandoned. The Nalional Zeitung 
Bays that this statement goes too far; that the 
Evwperor, in compliance with Prince Bismarck's 
wishes, has postponed the visit of Prince Alex- 
ander, but that the Empress still desires to 
hasten the affair. 

Before returuing to Charlottenburg from Ber- 
lin last evening the Empress had a two hours’ 
{uterview with Prince Bismarck. 

“mperor Frederick to-day received verbal re- 
ports from Gen. von Winterfeld and drove out 
With the Finpress at noon. The Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess of Baden dined at the castle 
With the Emperor. Inthe afternoon the Em- 
peror had a conference with Prince Bismarck. 

The Aatlional Zeilung says tbat the Grand 
Duke of Baden, the Emyeret’s brother-in-law, 1s 
especially exerting himself to remove the differ- 
ences Which now exist between the Emperor and 


Prince Bismarck owing to the proposed mar-

GEN. BOULANGER’S CAMPAFGN. 

Paris, April 11.—Noisy political meetings 
were held at Roubaix and Avesnes, Department 
of the Nord, last night. The orators had much 
difficulty in speaking so great was the confusion. 
The majority of the people at the meetings ap- 
peared to favor Gen. Boulanger. A Socialist 
meeting was held at Lille, in the same depart- 
ment, and a resolution was passed pledging the 
workingmen to support M. Foucard, Gen. Bou- 
langer’s opponent. 

The dealings on the Bourse to-day were nota- 
ble, there being heavy sales of everything in the 
market toward the close. During the day 3 per 
cent. Renter for money fell 52¢.; Crédit Fonoler, 
Zar. ; Suez Canal, 24f.; Rio Tinto, 20f.; Ottoman 
Bank, 54f., and Lombards, 21of., while Spanish, 
Russian, and Hungarian securities fell 33 per 
cent. Panama Canal shares were an exception 
to the rule, remaining firm and unchanged.

BLAINE’S FRIENDS WERE THERE IN FORCE 

CLEVELAND, April 11.—On accepting the 
oftice of President of the Fifth Congressional 
District Republican Convention at Fostoria to- 
day ex-Gov. Foster made bold to say that he 
Was sure Blaine was elected President in 1884, 
but that the Democrats cheated him out of the 
office. He cannot see why it takes 40,000 votes 
to elect Congressmen here and only 5,000 in 
the South. He waved the gory garment, harped 
upon a free ballot and a fafr count, and de- 


clared that this country would go to 
ruin without protection. Gen. Gibson fol- 
lowed with a speech in the same _ strain. 
‘the Comittee on Credentials had a warm 
session, and tben the conyention had a tedious 
fight over its report. Ths Blaine element was 
intractable. Gen. Gibson and E. J. Totten were 
chosen delegates te the Chicago Convention, 
with H. M. Deal and J. H. Maxwellasalternates. 
Jacob Werner was nominated for Presidential 
Elector. The delegates were noisy and full 
of tight, and though a resolution was adopted in 
favor of John Sherman for President there were 
atrong surface indications of an ardent desire to 
Substitute the name of James G. Blaine or 
Joseph B. Foraker. The resolutions condemn 
President Cleveland’s tariff message and the 
Mills tariff bill and indorse Foraker’s Adminis- 
tration. Jacob F. Burket was recommended for 
candidate for State Supreme Judge. No candi- 
date for Cougress was nominated.

THEY MAKE A DISCOVERY. 


CuicaGo, April 11.—Chicago parties have 
been trying to secure communication with the 
White Oaks District in Lincoln County, New- 
Mexico, a mining, lumber, coal, and cattle dis- 
trict. Morris R. Locke, a California railroad con- 
ractor, agreed to build a railroad from El Paso 
to White Oaks if a subscription of $100,000 were 
inade up in this city.

TO BREAK THE DEAD-LOCK 


THE HOUSK WILL END A 
WEEKS SESSION TO-DAY. 

A CAUCUS OF DEMOCRATS$ DECIDE TO 
POSTPONE THE TAX BILL TILL 


AUTUMN—TRE OPPOSITION GROWING. 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—The dead-lock in 
the House of Representatives will be broken to- 
morrow by an adjournment, and business will 
be resumed once more. The Democrats, admon- 
ished by the multiplying criticisms of the direct- 
tax bill and by tho stubborn’ opposi- 
tion of a large majority of Democratic 
members that the bill could not pass, 
met in caucus to-night and determined to vote 
to-morrow to postpone its further considera- 
tion until its next session. The caucus began at 
8 and lasted until after 11 o0’clock. An inter- 
minable quantity of eloquence that had been 
bottled up was let loose, and Chairman 
Cox allowed the largest liberty of expression of 
views. The friends of the bill were led by Mr. 
Randall and were disposed to be persistent, but 
the majority in the House was clearly against 
Randail and his anti-tariff obstruction plans, 
which everybody has seen through. When 
the proposition to postpone came. to 
& vote it was adopted with  prac- 
tical unanimity. Mr. Randall will not 
bolt the caucus. When the House meets to- 
morrow the motion to adjourn wiil be made by 
a Democratic member, and the Democrats will 
all vote forit. The programme of the Comwmit- 
tee on Rules will be taken up for the day, so 
that the Committee on Pacific Railroads 
will have a chance to call up the 
amendment to the Thurman act. The 
Republicans, if disposed to make dilatory 
motions will be obliged to sustain them without 
Democratic assistance. There was no discussion 


on the programme of the Committee on Rules, 
although there was no lack of disposition to 
inquire how the House came to be saddled by 
that committee, which has a Democratio mayjor- 
ity, with so embarraseing a programme. 

The contest in the House was continued 
to-day with every indication of persistency 
by the opposition to the direct tax Dill. 
The announcements’ from day to day 
of a continuation of the dead-lock convey 
no idea of the dreariness of the sossion. The 
legislative Wednesday, April 4, which began a 
weok ago, continues, and is now seven days old. 
There were breaks during the week, when re- 
cesses were taken, but since Tuesday, at 11:45, 
there has been no recess, the members being 
required to attend continuously fur 36 bours 
and mvure. At about 6 o'clock last night a call 
of the House was ordered, and the order had 
not been removed at the usual time for adjourn- 
ment this afternoon. Members became sleepy 
and slept uncomfortably upon the lounges of the 
Chamber or in their seats. Nota few members 
escaped and spent the night athome. Mr. Will- 
jam Walter Phelps, who had the entire New- 
Jersey delegation at Chamberlin’s to meet ex- 
Senator Sewell at dinner, managed to protect 
them from the assaults of the Bergeant-at-Arms. 

Absolutely nothing was done until nearly 
noon tu-day, When a@ motion was made to sus- 
pend the call. That motion was lost, but by a 
vote showing the opponents of the bill to be 
relatively stronger than they were yesterday. 
During the afternoon, the reading clergs being 
worn out with attendance in the desk, Repre- 
sentative Dockery of Missouri called the roil, 
and when other calla were made later on Mr. 
Taulbee of Kentucky proved himself to be a real- 
ly useful person an@ a very good reading clerk 
by calling the list clearly and distinctly enough 
to be heard by everybody. On Mr. Oateas’s mo- 
tion to adjourn, ade at4 o'clock this afternoon, 
the vote wus 76 to 132. That showed the fili- 
busters to be relatively stronger than they have 
been atany time since the contest began. A 
later motion to suspend the call of the House 
showed a greater relative gain, the vote being 
71 to 116. 

Nr. Thomas B. Reed of Maine is the recog- 
nized Captain of the Republican side, which is 
giving the Jargest proportion of votes for the 
passage of the Direct Tax bill. He is credited 
generally with being a careful and conscientious 
legislator, @ man who is bright and capable of 
understanding most things he is at all acquaint- 
ed with. He favors the refund of the direct 
tax, and he has authorized a statement to be 
published giving some of his reasons for favor- 
ing it, with some criticisms of those who oppose 
it. Itis perfectly evident, from what Mr. Reed 
has given to the press, that be has not read 
the bill as reported by the Judiciary 
Committee or the report that accompanies 
it. After finding fault, in his  author- 
ized interview, with Mr. QOates’s assertion 
that the bill is one for the benetit of lobbyists 
and State agents, Mr. Reed makes the amazing 
assertion: *“ How absurd this is will be seen 
when I te/l you that the bill we are supporting 
contains a Clause forbidding any such payments 
in these words: ‘That no part of the money 
hereby appropriated shall be paid out by the 
Governor of any State or Territory or any 
other person to any attorney or agent under 
any contract for services now existing or here- 
tefore made between the representativesot any 
State or Territory and any attorney or agent. And 
this clause will be kept in it; so that if any con- 
tract was made by any State this bill entirely 
abrogates it.” The fact is that the clause quoted 
from the bill by Mr. Reed was struck out by the 
Judiciary Committeg, us reported in THE TIMES 
of to-day, and the committee distinctly states in 
the report that the clause was dropped so that 
the States could carry out contracts made with 
State agents and attorneys who have attempted 
to secure the passage of the measure. This 
proviso was notin the original Senate bill, but 
was adopted in the Senate upon the motion of 
Senator Butler of South Carolina. i 

The last vote taken in the House before tho 
Congressional Record of this date went to press 
showed 65 votes for adjournment and 122 tn 
opposition. This illustrated the relative strength 
of the two sides. Tie 65 votes for adjourn ment 
were cast by all Democrats. Of the 122 wotes 
against the adjournment 18 were cast by Dem- 
ocrats and 104 by Republicans. It was plainly 
a Republican fight, with the backing of a Demo- 
cratic crowd whose names have been hnked 
with those of Republicans in several memorable 
struggles. Randall was one of the Democrats 
voting with the Repubiicans,and with him were 
Hall and Sowden of Pennsylvania, Stablnecker 
of New-York, the ever-faithful McAdoo of New- 
Jersey, and Seney and Wilkins of Ohip. Another 
vote that was an interasting test was that taken 
also on @ motion to adjourn at 4 o'clock this 
afternoon. On this vote 76 Democrats voted 1n 
the affirmative. The negative vote was 132. Of 
this number 24 were cast by Democrats 
and 108 by Republicans, There were 
a number of the Randall following in the Demo- 
cratic vote, for with him were Bliss, Ermen- 
trout, Hall, Holman, McAdoo, Merriman, 
Seney, Sowden, and Stahlnecker. lt was evident 
to the Democrats that there was a clear ma- 
jority of their side that favored the motives of 
the opponents of the bill. The desire to test the 
sense of the party by a caucus had developed 
with the growth of their vote. Attempts were 
made to secure a recess to hold acaucus, but it 
was not until nearly 7 o’clock, and at a time 
when Mr. Keed’s forces were off the watch that 
the motion fur & recess until to-morrow pre- 
vailed. Then the Democrats went home to din- 
ner, preparatory to holding a@caucus at 8 o'clock. 


After a contest in committee and Senate last- 
ing four months, Major Jared L. Rathbone of 
California was to-day confirmed as Consul-Gen- 
eral at Paris. Senator Morgan, representing the 


friends of Vice and Deputy Consul-General Le 
Breton, led the fight against Major Rathbone, 
and at one time he developed enough strength 
to have the nomination recommitted to the 
Commerce Committee. That committee recon- 
sidered the case and found no reason to reverse 
its original decision in the Consul-General’s 
favor. Mr. Morgan kept up the tight until the 
last moment, but when the tinal vote was taken 
in secret session to-day only 7 Senators 
joinea him in voting in tne negative, 
while 44 confirmed the Major by their 
votes. It is understood that the eight opponents 
of Major Rathbone were all Democrats, among 
them being Messrs. Coke, Morgan, and Vest, 
The charges against the Consul-General were 
made by friends of Mr? Le Breton, who was an 
applicant for the Consul-Generaiship. Un- 
kuown to Major Rathbone his supporters agreed 
that if he was appointed be would namo Mr. Le 
Breton for Vice-Consul-General. After taking 
ottice the Major carried out this agreement, but 
stated frankly to the State Department tnat he 
naiwed Mr. Le Breton ouly because he felt that 
he should fulfill his friends’ promises, although 
he had not been consulted, and that Mr. Le 
Breton was not his personal choice. Major 
Rathbone’a frankness provoked his opponents 


into making the fight which has finally ended in 
his favor. j

It will not be the fault of Secretary Endicott 
if no practical method isfound by which to cut 
loose from the red tape system of doing business 
which has grown up in the War Department, as 
well as in all the other Executive Departments.

No persons are better ac- 
quainted with the useless and time-consuming 
methods that now delay the work of the depart- 
ment, and it is believed that a great deal of 
practical value will be offered by the clerks. 


Rear-Admiral Gherardi, commandant of the 
New-York Navy Yard, called on Secretary Whit- 
ney to-day and recommended that Paymaster J. 


P. Loomis be ordered to duty as General Store- 
keeper of his yard. It is understood that the 
Secretary will comply with the Rear-Admiral’s 
wishes. This detail will put an end to the gos- 
sip concerning the two important places in the 
New-York Navy Yard lately filled by Capt. A. P. 
Cooke and Pay Inapector John H. Stevenson, it 
having already been erg md determined to 
make Capt. Miller of the Wabash, at Boston, 
Captain of the New-York yard. 


THE WASHINGION LOBBY. 


CONGRESSMAN RAYNOR ON THE DEAD™~ 
LOCK IN THE HOUSE. 


BALTIMORE, Md., April 11.—Congressman 
Raynor, who was’ granted a two days’ leave of 
absence from the House of Representatives, was 
in Baltimore to-day. In conversation on the 
subject of the present dead-lock on the Direct Tax 
billin the House he said: 

“Unless within the next day or two the dead- 
lock 1s broken, matters will be in a very embar- 
rassing condition.. As faras lam concerned, I 
should never vote for the pending bill without 
amending it so as to cut the lobby out of its fees. 
I have prepared an amendment of _ this 
sort myself, and if- one is not proposed 


by some member of the committee, I will present 
it. Itisan outrage that claim agents should 
be paid fees of this sort, contingent upon the 
success of a measure vefore Congress. The 
Legislature in making a contract with them 
never appreciated the true nature of the mat- 
ter. If this construction is to be placed upon 
the contract then it is unlawful, and the State, 
through its proper officers, should refuse pay- 
ment. I have the strongest conviction upon 
this subject. It is becoming a burning shame 
that an organized band = should station 
themselves at the doors of Congress or 
any other similar body with legislation for sale 
to the highest bidder. If these agents have per- 
formed any legitimate work let the State pay 
them whatever the work is worth; but I deny 
that lobbying is legitimate work. Matters of 
this sort should be argued before committees, 
and there it should end. [ do not think thatany 
Representative ought to be approached in any 
other way. Legislation isnot a matter of fa- 
voritism, and ought not to be awarded except 
through the regular channel of olticial commu- 
nication. I have never met a lobbyist in Wash- 
ington, though [am informed there are reet- 
ments of them there. They must work in a very 
mysterious way, but if an amendment is offered 
to the bill to disappoint them I am satistied it 
will sweep through the House.”

A LITTLE MORE HOPEFUL 


MR. CONKLING RESTING QUIET- 
LY AT MIDNIGHT. 

HIS DOCTORS THINK HE HAS A FIGHT- 

ING CHANCE FOR LIFE—HOW HE 


PASSED YESTERDAY—A SYMPATHETIC 
MESSAGE, 


Roscoe Conkling has a fighting chance 
for life. That was the substance of what the 
doctors said at midnight as to the condition of 
their patient. He had been sleeping quietly 
since 9 o'clock, and, compared with his state just 
24 hours earlier, he was better. Further than 
this the physicians could not be got tosay. Mr. 
Conkling’s condition was precarious. He was 
making a gallant struggle. What the end would 
be time alone could tell. 

At 12:30 A. M. Mr. Conkling aweke ana was 
again restless and excited. His temperature 
rose to 101 and his pulse to 96. This was 
thought to be rather a marked change in half an 
hour. 

Mr. Conkling alternated all day yester- 
day between raving delirium and the repose 
that followed exhaustion. The efforts of his 
physicians and nurses to keep him quiet and 
prevent the waste of his vitality were only 
measurably successful, and at the close of the 
day the concensus of opinion among them was 
that the distinguished sufferer had lost strength 
and that the disease haa not reached its climax. 


“Hope was notaltogether given up; indeed, at 


times the anxious watchers over the flickering 
flame of life were encouraged by the apparent 
peacefulness of the invatid’s repose to believe 
that the disease had exhausted itself and that 
the suff€rer had entered upon convalesence. 
But another lapse into delirium, in whith Mr. 
Conkling would jump from his bed and ex- 
citedly march up and down his room, raving 
incoherently of everything which the diseased 
mental faculties brought uppermost, would dis- 
sipate their hopes and show them that the 
tenacity of the disease had not been fully esti- 
mated. 

During Tuesday night Mr. Conkling slept sev- 
eral hours, with only few interruptions from 
his sufferings, and when day dawned it was 
said that he was better. The watch by his bed- 
side had been shared by Mrs. Conkling, whose 
courage bas never faltered during the or deal 
to which she has been subjected; by her daugh- 
ter, Mra. Oakman, Judge Coxe, and ex-Judge 
Shipman. Dr. Anderton wag relieved at mid- 
night by Dr. Hartley, who remained in attend- 
ance until noov. Drs. Barker and Sands paid 
their firat visit o: the day to the sufferer at 9:30, 
and remained nearly half an hour. Upon their 
departure Dr. Barker reported his patient 
as weaker than on the day previous, but 
that in other respects there had been no 
perceptible change. Mr. Conkling was semi- 
consciolks at this time, and could’only be induced 
to take his medicine with great difficulty. 
He had insisted upon getting up from his bed, 
and, leaning upon the arms of Judge Shipman, 
he tramped feverishly and nervously up and 
down the room, complaining that his attendants, 
whom he imagined to be callers upon business, 
were bothering him and interfering with his 
work, which he spoke of in disjointed and inco- 


herent phrases. This he kept up until he had 
exhausted his friend, and Judge Coxe came to 
his relief. 

Once in a while the disjointed mechanism of 
the mind would seem to settle into its normal 
condition, and the patient would have a lucid 
interval during which his attendants would be 
recognized. At these times he would turn affee- 
tionately to his wife and speak to her in words 
of courage and hope. But until 2-o’olock he 
was for the greater part of the time wilidiy de- 
lirious. His temperature rose to 102° and his 
pulse to over 100 and irregular. Dr. Sands 
arrived at 1.o’clock and, with the assistauce of 
Dr. Anderton, dressed the wound, from which 
but aslight suppuration had taker ‘place. At 
that time Mr. Conkling was awake and con- 
scious, but restless in the extreme. 

Dr. Barker returned at about 2 o’clock and re- 
Mainued with his pationt an hour. After leaving 
the sick room he sald: “I don’t think he is quite 
as well as this moruing. He bas lost ground, but I 
think there is still ground for hope unless 
some eomplication should arise. He took 
some milk and medicine. There will be 
no need of another operation. Dr. Sands was 
here and drew off the accumulated matter from 
the abscess—there was but a little of it, and he 
is sleeping nicely now. Ifheeau only keep his 
strength [ think be will pull through. But the 
disease 18 @ very treacherous one, and you can 
bever tell what an hour may bring forth.” 

Sportly after this Judge Coxe came down from 
the sick room. He said there was no change in 
Mr. Conkling’s condition since the night before, 
but his strength was evidently failing. : 

** 1s there any chance for him?’ Judge Coxe 
was asked. 

**T cannot tell,” he replied. ‘“ Dr. Sands does 
not expresa any hopeful view.” 

John D. Lawsou called about this time and 
was admitted to the chamber. He sudsequently 
said that Mr. Conkling was looking haggard and 
thin. Judge Shipman, with whom he had con- 
versed, had said that 24 hours would settle the 
Iaatter. Hedid notfeel that there was any 
ground for hope. 

Another caller was Joel D. Bailey, an old and 
intimate friend of the family. He said that Mr. 
Coukling was unable to recognize him, that he 
was haggard and woeful in appearance, and was 
evidently suffering excruciating pain. 

When Dr. Fordyce Barker after an hour’s at- 
tendance came down from the sick room he said: 
“There is a chance for his recovery, Dut it is a 
poor one, of course. Wecan’t tell. Since I was 
here this morning I think he has lost ground.” 

Among the host of callers were Gen. W. T. 
Sherman, the Rev. John B. 'libbits, Mrs. Hamil- 
ton Fish, Mrs. Clarence A. Seward, Mra. John B. 
Piatt, Mra. A. C. Stevens, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Hicks, Alderman Alffréd R. Conkling, Henry 
Hilton. Jr., 8S. L. M. Barlow, Col. Edward Geb- 
hard, E. B. Hiltoa, Alfred Hilton, Heury 
Melville, William Bliss, ex-Judge Hor- 
ace Russell, Elihu Root, Judge Charlies A. 
Peabody, Sberiff Grant, Thomas F. Gilroy,

He remained but a comparatively 
short time, and when he came down from the 
sick room said, with evident elation, that Mr. 
Conkling was resting peacefully. From 102° at 
2 o’clock the temperature had gone down to 
100 3-5°, and the pulso was steady at 84, but 
rather faint. Mr. Conkling had slept steadily 
since about 3 o’clock. Between 2 and 3 he had 
been very uneasy, and was inclined to insist 
upon being up and around, notwithstanding 
that it had been 1mpreased upon him that such 
@ course was full of danger. But he dropped 
into a sleep about 3 o’clock, the most natural 
that he has had for over a week, and slept right 
co through the doctor’s evening visit until near- 
ly 8 o'clock. Shortly after this Dr. Barker and 
Dr. Sands paid their final visit. They found Mr. 
Conkling quietly sitting up in bed, conacious 
and able to recognize the members of his family 
and his attendants and to understand ‘moat of 
what was said tohim. A bunch of flowers and 
a@ message of sympathy were shown him by Mrs. 
Covkhng. He took them in his hand and smiled 
and remarked, *“ Beautiful!”

TRYING TO SAVE HAWKINS.

MME. DIS DEBARS IN THE 
GRASP OF THE LAW. 
SPENDING THE NIGHT A PRISONER Al 
POLICE HEADQUARTERS—INTERVEN- 

TION ON BEHALF OF MR. MARSH. 

Mme. Dis Debars, so long the priestess of 
the Temple, 166 Madison-avenue, once the home 
of Luther R. Marsh, is now in the mesnes of the 
law. She and her confederates—her husband 
andthe Lawrences, father and son—were arrest- 
ed yesterday, and they spent the night behind 
prison bars at Police Headquarters. 

The arrests were made on & warrant issued by 
Justice Kilbreth, at tbe instance of William F. 
Howe, of Howe & Hummel. Mr. Howe had 
been requested to take this course by a number 
of prominent members of the Bar, who lament 
the situation in which so bright a member of 
their profession has placed himself. The 
warrants charged the accused persons with 
conspiring to cheat and defraud Luther R. 
Marsh out of his property aud his money by 
criminal means, and also with conspiring to ob- 
tain his money or property by false preteuses. 
These warrants are drawn under section 168 of 
the Penal Code. The warrants were issued on 
the strength of affidavits furnished by Grorge 
Cc. T. Salomon, who says he is Mme. Dis Debars’s 
brother, and John W. Randolph, wuo was her 
manager a week or 10 days avo. 

George C. T. Salomon in his affilavit says 
that he lives at 126 West Thirty. tifth-streot, 
and is 45 years old. Hets engaye.lin the real 
estate business at 1,286 Broadway, anid has 
lived in New-York since Marci, 1885. He then 
goes on: * Ann O’Delia Dis Debars ts my own 
sister. She is the woman Known at present 


as Mme. Dis Debars, alias Princess Ejitha, 
Lolets Montez, aud the Countess of Langfeldt. 
She was born in Kentucky, aud when between 
3and4 years of age moved from Kentucky to 
Washington City, D. U., whence, after a resi- 
dence of two years, she weut to Baltimore. 
She lived in Baltimore four yeurs, efter tuat 
period removing to New-York City. At first she 
lived on Gouverneur-street, and then for five 
yearsin Bruooklyu,residing on Gates-avenue, near 
Bedturd-avenue. Her next howe was iv Louis- 
ville, Ky., and from there sbe = atarted 
fourth on her wanderings. She went to 
@ public school for «a short time on 
Monroe or Cuerry street, in this city, 
and then she had a tew montus’ education in an 
institute in Brovklyu. lum not positive of this. 
Sbe was ejected fur general uuruly conduct ard 
ap amountof extraurdinary deviiment. 1 recol- 
lect going there when I was working in New- 
York, and @ wan said. ‘I do pot want anything 
to dv with her. Sbe makes trouble andaunoy- 
auce with every one around the premises.’ AS 
faras ary other education sho is supposed to 
be possessed of, sDe Las just picked it up. 

“The first knowledge of her wurriage at any 
time at all Was when she came to New-York 
trum Louisville. We bad not heard of her for 
years. Between 1869 and 1871 [ picket up 
@puperand saw that she delivered a lecture 
here announcing berself as the daughter of Lola 
Montez, the mistress of King Ludwig of Bava- 
ria, and the vu borities here bud taken ler to 
Blackwell’s Island to an insane asylum. Next 
Lheard that a Frenchman hud seen herina 
hospital here, aud had ottaived her release 
frum the insane asylum and then mur- 
ried ier. ‘The next thing L heard 
was that he had died here suddenly 
and sbe was ad object of poverty and bezwed us 
to send her asum of money. [ went as faras 
Cincinnati and met ber and tvvk berto my 
home. ‘there the child she bas with her was 
boro, which she claims was born in France. 
Ber name is Alice Messant. After she had laid 
around bere aud recovered strength, which was 
quickly dune, she took this clnict and ‘hit out.’ 
his gentleman who secured her re- 
lease from the island was Paul Novtil 
Messant. He died, aecordiny to my _ best 
recollection, in 1872 or 1873. She claimed 
in her statement, that he was a cousin of Henry 
Rochefort of France. Messant dicd in New- 
York City aud was buried by charity in Long 
Is and City. ‘Pheu we heard vv wore from her 
after shoe left our huuse on this evcusion, until 
about 1876, prubauviy. She came to Louisville, 
Ky., aud put upatahotel and senttorme. L 
Culled and she commenced to tell mea lot of 
yarns of different character. [| told her she 
Must nut annoy ber wother or sisters or keep 
up her old yvaij I wanted ber tuo zo away wud 
god speed ber. I gave her wore money anid she 
went to Chicago. We next beard she bad mar- 
ried an artist named Dis Debars. ‘This was avout 
1878 ur 187Y. Sue begged forziveneas and mado 
such tair statements that she luduced ber sisivrs 
to wake her a Visit in New-York City. They did 
80; but the momeut they met her aud surveyed 
ber surroundings, tiey telegruphed we for 
Money at vuce tv come home. 

“There ls a line in ber composition to play 
erazy and ufterwaurd work viiluiny aud to sivp 
atnotbing. Previous to all this { got a dispatch 
that sbe was dyingin Muntreal at ahote!. She 
beat the proprietor out of $100. I tuvid them to 
do with ber as they pleased and not to bother 
me I went to Dayton, Ohio, atterward. I[ 
tound her surrounded by three or fuur Catholic 
private and some Commissioners of Charities 
with candles and everything of that kind. They 
were adumiluisteripg extreuie unction or some- 
thing of that sort. She is a Catholic in 
fact. Sbe has bvambouzled every Catholic 
that has bad anything toduv with ber. [ think 
Dr. McGlyun has had some experience with her 
pecuniary. I cold the physician at Dayton that 
it was one of her sbume. In order to satisfy 
himself he talked about placing ared-hot iron 
to her face. limwmediately on hearing this Auna, 
who up tu that time pretended to be in a trance, 
jumped up and knoyked down twoof the priests, 
overturned two or three of the Sisters, anid e3- 
caped tothe street, That wus the lastof her 
there. 

“She was afterward running a spiritualistic 
camp meeting in Massachusetts somewhere. 
We got letters from her begg.ng for money. She 
said she had falien out of urailrvad train and 
smashed her head. We paid no attention to 
these letters at all. About turee yeats agu sbe 
wus outin Kentucky and tried to get admission 
to her mother’s house. She was requesivs] to co 
away, as we bo longer regarded ber as a mem- 
ber of the family. She was, in sbort, ordered 
from the house of her mvuther. She called 
at the Courier-Jowmnal office two or three 
weeks ago and put an advertisement in 
it offering $5,000 rewurd fur a box leit 
with some Cathulic priest whose nawe she hai 
forgotten. The paper commenuied upon it, and 
@ correspondent of the Journal went tv the 
Mereantile Bank. She said address E. L. 
Immediately on seeing that I felt she had been 
up to sowe old villainy. Between the lines I 
read that sbe had been upto ber old tricks. I 
then wroie aletterto my sister and told her to 
pay Do attention to whut she did out there, but 
to let ber gu in peace aud get out of the town. 

“For 15 years she bas beeu nothing but a bur- 
den on the public. She never did a day’s work 
in her lite, bas always eaten dishonest bread 
from the day she left our bouse until this cay. 
Il make this statement in the interest of decency, 
propriety, aud protection to wy dear 4uotber and 
sisters, With no objectin view but to eudeavor 
to do what rewains to be done tu preveul a con- 
tinuation of the villainy aud mischief wiich has 
been going On for 18 vears. She has cultivaied 
nothing butbad principies and seews to like and 
to thrive on them. Sue is a stranger to every de- 
cent element that constitutes bumanity. Sue 
is a confirmed and noturious Hur, au adventuress 
of the worsttype. During the yearshe was a 
member of our fawily we livei in & state of con- 
tinual fear and turmoil. Her disgraceful ex- 
ploits would fill a book. From Ler extreme 
youth she bas been a renegade and vandal. 
There is 80 wuch tu be tuolki about her that it 
pas3es huwan belief. It would ve necessary for 
others tu see her as all ber family have tuo coin- 
prehend the depth and magnitude of her many 
villainies. Whenever she enters a house 
peace departs and with it everything that is 
portable. Nothingis safe in ber hands. As an 
inutriguer she has rew equals and nu superiors. 
I would not beiieve her under oath under any 
circumstances. Sue vught to have beeu sup- 
pressed and confined ih some institution years 
axo. Itisasad commentary on the sense and 
judgment of any columunsy that she is allowed 
te run at large and amuck as it were. 

“‘bongue and pen fuilin giving an adequate 
conception of ber life and misdeeus, In her own 
interests I come forward, alihuuzh I have been 
advised by friends to remain silent, because I 
feel, tirst, that the interests of common decency 
dewand an abatement of this Wowun’s appetite 
for general devilwent; second, because 1 fear 
that if driven by the evaporation vf what money 
she secured from Mr. Marsan, or Oiher feelings, 
such as revenxe or Dbiiterness, sue would be 
none to gvod to injure Mr. Marsh, or to take 
any otber outrageous step to accom- 
plish the vile purposes of  berself 
and those who are helping her. She 
is NO spiritualist.

Was asked to call again the sawe day, April2. I 
called at 7 o'clock in the eveping, and was 
shown to Madame’s room. I introduced 
myself 10 Madame, and she _ introduced 
ms to Gen. Dis Debars. I. was asked if I 
was the Boston Randolph, and I answered in the 
aiirmative. Ibegan to get their confidence. 
Mr. Marsh was sent for, two gentlemen called, 
and we adjourned to Mr. Marsh’s private room 
to see the pictures, &c, A newspaper reporter 
called and we left the room. We met Mme. Dis 
Debars in the hallway of the house. She enjoined 
me to work carefully with Mr. Marsh, as it was 
vssential that he should be with the troupe. She 
ala: 

‘*You are smart and the very mai I want to 
be connected With, as you Gan make $100,000 
tor me and the same amount for yourself.’ 

“| gait to her: ‘Will not the unconiplimentary 
articles ia the paper shaké bis faith in you?’ 

“Mme. Dis Debars answered: ‘Trust me for 
that, my boy. I have had a communication from 
Gavriel saying he must not read papers othet 
than religious papers, and that if he disobeyed 
this injunction his punishment would be that his 
soul would G6 in Hell 30,000 years.’ : 

“She laughed at her ownremarks and told me 
to go up to her own room and knoek, to give her 
time to get down te the parlor, and then for me 
to come down too, 80 a8 to wake it look ds though 
we -had not been talking privately. I did so. 
Upon entering the parlor I found her in conver- 
giiion with —~. She rushed out into the hail to 
meet m6 to tell me I must not come in. 8ne 
then Sent mo by a private door to the diting 
room, where Lawrence, junior, was stationed. 
Mme. Dis Debars then came. into the 
dining room and sat near me. Mr. Marsh came 
in. andshe said to him that she saw light in 
his face which told her that [I must be the 
Wwanager. She winked:to me and_ at the same 
time tapped mo with ber foot. ‘LT staid util 
midnight aid made verval arrangements with 
tie said Mme. Dis Debars, which were as per 
my contract with her. 

**Teatied again on the following day, April 3, 
1888, and met Dt. Lawrence at the dour and 
wus informed by him that Mr. Marsh was out, 
also Mme. Dis Debars. I argued with Lawrence 
to let me go up stairs, but he refused. I[ wrote 
Mme. Dis Debars and received & letter the next 
tiny requesting me to come’ up. On April 4, 
S88, | cailed as por request and met Mime. Dis 
Debars on the stairs, She aaid: 

“-Now you are my manager and confidential 
man. How do you like the looks of my house?’ 

“Treplied: ‘It is a fine establishment. You 
are a “fly mug’ to work & Mau as Smart as 
Marsh for such a big prize.’ 

“She laughed and said: ‘I ean give you fel- 
lows with sawdust on your feet pointers on 
working soft snaps. Before the end of April I 
will have $150,000 more; and you are in with it.’ 

“—T said: ‘Do you mean to say that Iam in 
With all you work out of Marsh?’ 

“she replied: ‘If you wili work with me as I 
want you to [ will divvy every dollar. Do you 
understand me?’ 

“We then Went upstairs, and she told me 
Lawrence was kicking and talking blackmail. 
Sne said: 

“> There are too many in this picture business. 
Jt willall goup in a balloon before long. But 
we have gut a new scheive I ain working on, and 
itis this marble business. Did you ever hear 
of it?’ 

“Tathswered * No.’ 

“She continued: ‘I have ¢ot R300 out of

tend toilet even my husband know anything 
about how itis done. You are the only man 
that can ever know how to do it,’ 

“told her Herrmans'’s challenge must be

“She then replied: ‘That’s it; you are & dalay.

“She said: ‘ About 75.’ 

“T said: ‘Not enough for a display.’ 

“She said: ‘Oh, I can have as many: as you 
want.’ 

“She then took me to the hall, and in the back 
of gait hall opened another door. She said: 
* Loox in.’ 

“Gen. Dis Debars war engaged in painting 
pictures. He began scolding her, and TI with- 
drew and went back to the front toom, and Was 
almost Immed{ately joined by Mme. Dis Debats. 
She suid: ‘He don’t trust anybody. There will 
Le avrand split-up here before long. 1am going 
to fire old Lawrence and his son and shake him, 
@neaning Dis Debars.) IL wish it was only you 
and I, but we have got to take Marsh, as heewill 
be useful and éasy to haudle.' 

*T said: ‘Can we produce pictures on.the 
road?’ 

+ No,’ said she. ‘if won't do.” We might be 
exught, and it wouid kill the goose with the 
golden egg, A promiscnous public is not’ so 
easily handled as Marsh.’ 

* Tasked: ‘How do you doit?’ 

“She replied: ‘Well, I don't do it for evety- 
body.

Lawrence and Krank Lawrence and Gen. Dis De- 
bars have conspired to commit a crime, ¥iz., to 
cheat und detraud the said Luther R. Marsh of 
his money, pronverty, gouds, and chattels by 
criminal means.” 

Mune, Dis Devars, the chief conspirator, and 
her hasband were arrested at 166 Madgison-ave- 
nne by Detectives Mangin and Heidelberg. 
They had just returned from a shopping tour. 
The Lawrénces were found at their residence, 
in Twenty-second-street, by Detectives Rugers, 
Creeil, and Hurd. 

When the reporters called upon Mme, Dis De- 
bars io her cell last night she declibed to talk 
and was very lofty in her style of declination. 
“Show thes6 gentlemen out,” she said to the 
keeper. 

She condescended to add, however, “ This 
Randolph is nothing but ascapegoat. oe only 
saw me three times to my knowledge. As for 
this Salomon, he is not my brother. I disown 
lian. Ihave nothing to say regarding the in- 
dignity of the position in which 1 aim placed.” 

Mr. Marsh did not hear of Mme, Dis Debars's 
arrest until his arrival 4t the Temple at about 
6 P.M. When he learned of what had occurred 
he became very much excited and at once 
ordered hig carriage. When it atrived he left 
orders that supper was to be prepared for hitn- 
self and Mme. Dis Debars, to be served at 9:30, 
ané@ he then drove rapidly to Police Headqtar- 
ters. He wished to ses Mme, Dis Debars, but 
was not allowed todo so. Being informed that 
Justice Kilbreth had issued the warrants for the 
arrest, Mr. Marsh re-entered his carriage and 
drove hastily to Judge Kilbreth’s residence, 230 
East HEighteenth-street. The Justice was 
at home, but Was preparing to  at- 
tend a theatrical performance with a 
friend. Mr. Marsh pisaded that Mme, 
is Debars be admitted to bail, no matter how 
large the amount, but the Judge persuaded the 
excited old gentleman that it would be better 
both for himself and Mme. Dis Debars if he were 
to go home and zet a good night’s rest, al- 
lowing the prisoner to remain under lock 
and key for one night at least. Mr, Marsh drove 
to his residence and shut himself in his room, 
leaving word that he was not to be disturbed by 
any one under any circumstances. 

At Tuesday’s meeting of the New Parks Com- 
mission, at which Luther R. Marsh presided, 
John B. Haskin, Who is largely interested in 
land in the neighbornood of the proposed parks, 
handed np a letter in which he very seriously 
characterized Mr, Marsh’s recént actions.

burged by Spiritualism have not, except in his crse, 
gone so far as to lemt them to part with their prop- 
crty.

STATISTICS OF INSURANCE. 


TWENTY-NINTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
STATE DEPARTMENT. 

ALBANY, April 11.—Superintendent of In- 
surance Maxwell hae just issued his report for 
1887 on life, fidelity, and casualty, and co- 
operative insurance companies. According to 
the report—the twenty-ninth—the gross assets 
of life insurance companies doing business in 
New-York State on Dee. 31, 1887, were 
$595,679,477 99, an increase over the pre- 
vious year of $35,554,118 10. Of this 
amount New-York companies have $335,- 
746,438 71, an increase of $23,923,745 48. 
The lhabiiities of the several companies, except 


ing $4,558,500 of capital stock, are $523,251,- 
811 86, an increase of $64,388,879 40. The 
liabflities of New-York State companiés are 
$294,391,345 48. The surptus, as regards policy 
holders, is in New-York State companies 
$41,355,093 23; in compantes of other 
States, $31,072,572 90. The aggregate in- 
come of New-York State companies was 
$83,476,641 47, an increase for the year of 
$10,075,287 47; for companics of other 
States, $47,180,884 21, an increase of $3,620,- 
923 11. The net excess of income over expen- 
ditures for 1886 was $34,642,218 94, while for 
1887 it was $37,210,236 46. Two contpanies 
show an exé¢ess of oxpenditutes to the amount 
of $49,404 77. The total premiam receipts for 
1887 were $100,5$4,162 12, agaist $88,726,- 
914 93 for 1886. 

There Were 20 Hfé companies in business in 
1886 and 1887. Their assets for 1886 were 
$560,125,960, against $595,070,478; reserve, 
$451,872,592, tainat €516,066,750; total lia- 
bilities, $458,862,032, against $324,251,812; 
surplus, $101,262,427, against $72,427,666; to- 
tal income, $116,961,315, agaitist $130,657,526; 
claims paid, $38,276,390, against #42,827,004; 
dividends to  ypolie holders, $13,218,286, 
against $14,852,624; .total disbursements, 
#82,319,006, against $94,447,289; policies in 
force, 848,481, against 929,853; insufance in 
force, $2,222,413,050, against $2,474,507, 120. 

Eleven fidelity and casualty companies were 
engaged in business in 1886, against ten in 
1887; their assets fur 1886 were $6,335,034, 
against $7,738,512 for 1887: total liabilities, 
$2,347,570, ngainst $2,886,923; total income, 
$4,503,483, against $5,154,235; losses pod, 
#1,662,119, againat $3,68/,656; dividends to 
stockholders, $174,000, against $229,000; ex- 
pénses, $2,245,479, against $2,533,269; total dis- 
bursements, $4,081,596, against $4,449,925. 

The number of co-operative organizations in 
business iu 1886 and 1887 was 171. Their in- 
vested assets fur 1886 wore $4,014,065. against 
$5,748,528 for 1887; other itesefs, B4,193,482, 
against $5,080,042; total Nabilities, $2,927,973, 
against #4,654,823; income from members, 
$20,806,329, against $25,079,172; other fe- 
ceipts, $486,850, ayzainst #4745,814; disburse- 
ments in claims, $17,852,757, against $20,3614,- 
527; disbursements in expenses, $2,728,542, 
against $3,499,756. 

When the report for 1886 waa published there 
was pending a bill to amend the general act tor 
the “incorporation and regulation of ¢o-opera- 
tive or assessment life and casualty Insurance 
associations and societies.” This bill became a 
law on May 6 of last year. Its most important 
feature, in Mr. Maxwell’s opinion, was a re- 
quirement that the preliminary papers, to be 
filed in the Instirance Department by the oor- 
porators a8 & Gundition to the incotporation of & 
DeW assessineDt insurance association, shouid 
show on the oath of three of the 
corporators, ifstead of two as formerly, 
that bona fide applications had been made in 
writing by 200 persons, instead of 50, as former- 
ly, for insurance to the amount of at least 8400.- 
000, instead of for an indefinite amount, as 
formerly, and that said applicants had paid in 2 
per cent. instead of nothing, as formerly, on the 
amuunt of ittéurande subseribed for. At the titis 
of the passaze of thé aot applications Wore un 
file i the department for the incorporation of 
23 different assessinént associations. Mr, Max- 
well thinks ita fact worthy of special remark, 
as showing the salutary effect of the new law, 
that not one of these 23 cases Conformed to the 
new a or succeeded in being inoor- 
porated,

THE SENATE IN A TURMOIL 


CHARGES OF BRIBERY FLY- 
ING RIGHT AND LEFT. 
COMMODORE VEDDER LOSES HIS TEM- 

PER AND THE FASSETT RESOLUTION 

IS ADOPTED AFTER HOT WORDS. 

ALBANY, April 11.—The Senate has or- 
dered the investigation of New-York City’s 
Aqueduct Commission and of any other branch 
of the City Government that may be deemed 
deserving of the probe. This result was not 
reached without a great deal of vigorous cross- 
firing between Senator Cantor, representing the 
Governor and the Democrats, and Senators Fas- 
sett, Vedder, and Sloan on the Republican side. 
Mr. Cantor charged that Senator Commodore P. 
Vedder hadactually bought his nomination to the 
Senate last Fall, and Vedder nearly fell over in 
a fit in his frantic denia), so indignant was he, 
and so anXtous is hein his green old age to be 
pictured to the public as a virtuous man and 
to have the impression corrected, if any such 
exists, that he is a vandal with oloven hoof and 
forked tail. A madder man than the bold Com- 
modore, after Cantor got through with him, 
hasn’t beén seen around the Capitol in a decade. 
Judge Robertson, shortly after Mr. Fassett 
called np his resolution for the appointment of 
& special committee of five moved that the pro- 
posed investigation be assigned to the Cities 
Committee. This was lost by a vote of 15 yeas 
to 16 nays, the Chairman of that committee, 
Senator Mendricks, votiug in the negative. Alt 
the Democrats, save Senators Murphy and 
Langbein of the New-York County Democracy, 


voted in the affirmative. Several Republicans 
voted with the Judge. ‘ 

The great anxiety manifested by Gov. Hill in 
this matter was exhibited shortiy after the re- 
sult of the vote was announced. He sent a mes- 
sencer to Senator Langbein, well knowing that 
he could make noimpression upon his feilow- 
Democrat, Senator Murphy, begging him to 
more to reconsider the vote and to change his 
own vote ffoin the negative to the affirmative. 
The fact that Mr. Lungbein did nothing of the 
sort is one of the best evidences that he turned 
a deaf ear to the Governor's entreaty. The de- 
tailed voté upon this motion was as follows: 
Republicans in roman, and Democrats in ilalics: 

YxKas.—Cantor, Collins, Foley, Uawkins, Jves, 
Linson, Laughlin, McNaughton, O’Connor, Pierce, 
Reilly, Robertson, Sloan, Stadler, Walker—15. 

Nays.—Coggeshall, Dean,-Erwin, Fassett, Hen- 
dricks, Kellogg. Langbcin, Lewis, Low, Murphy, 
_— Russell, Sweet, Van Cott, Vedder, Wegrth— 

Senator Low, Republican, entertained himself 
by attacking the jury system of New-York, and 
whew Senator Pierce, Democrat, moved that the 
words “gross corruption” recited in the pre- 
ainble to the Fassett resolution be moditied, 
the Republicans showed their want of apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Low’s humor by changing the ex- 
pression to “ grave abuses exist in the jury sys- 
tem of said city.””. Senator Cantor opéned the 
battle ror the Governor, by submitting the fol- 
lowing amendment to the preamble: 

Whereas, Itis further charged and intimated that 
in other patts of the Staté nominations liave been 
purchased or corruptly procured by wealthy candi- 
dates and aspirants for office having large meaus at 
their gonmand and by other candidates, and nom. 
inating conventions have been impreperly and cor- 
ruptly influenced, and candidates both before and 
after their nomination have teceived large sums of 
money from Quarantide and other officials and from 
curpotations interested in legislation, and various 
persons have cotruptly shared in the vast fees here. 
1ofore received by the Heaith Officer at the port of 
New-York in pursuance of a bargain made at the 
time of his appointment or otherwiss, ana large 
sums of inoney were improperly expe tisd and cor- 
ruptly disbursed in, around, and “aber. the Legislat- 
ufe to influence, affect, and contrei the election of 
United States Senator in the Winters of 1885 and 
1887, reflecting shame and disgrace upon the State. 

Mr. Cantor’s opening gun was very mild. 
None of the departmetits in New-York City, he 
was confident, feared an investigation, Then 
hé went on to say that the committee should be 
atived with authority to investigute the charges 
referred to in his amendmetit. It had been 
charged, he declared, that the Senator from the 
Twenty-seventh (Mr. Fassett) had bought a 
dozen votes in Allegany County last Fall. It 
had been charged by newspapers in his district 
that in the contest between the Senator 
from the Thirty-second (Mr. Vedder) 
and Lo Sessions fot the Senatorial nom- 
ijation last Fall Mr. Vedder had paid 
out large sums of money to procure the nomina- 
tion, It bad been charged that money had been 
ured in the Senatorial contest to elect Uncle 
Billy Evarts, and in the later contest in which 
Cousin Hiseotk captured the prize. Why, he de- 
manded, should not these charges, these news- 
paper allegations, be entitled to eredit and to 
investigation just fs much as the newspaper 
allegations regarding the departments of the 
city of New-York? 

“Name & newspaper ip my district that makes 
such a charge,” bellowed the wounded Vedder. 
“ Name it now, and repeat the charge outside of 
these walls if you dare !”’ 

Senator Cantor Was not to be blutfed even by 
Vedder, and be promised to produce within 2t 
hours some newspaper extracts forthe perusal 
of the Commodore. Before tearing himself away 
from the subject Mr. Cantor rubbed a little salt 
and Vinegat upon Mr. Vedder’s bleeding wound. 
Tuk New-York Times, he remarked, had made 
some references to Mr. Vedder’s nomination in 
line with his own statements. 

“But that newspaper is not published in my 
district,” roared the Catteraugus statesman, 
savagely shakiug his mane. 

Mr. Fassett replied to Mr. Cantor in language 
satirical. He had not supposed that the corn 
was going to pop so soon, he said. He was sur- 

yrised at his effort to divert attention from 
New-York. He was ready, speaking for hiiu- 
self, to accept Mr. Cantor’s amendment if that 
gentleman would confine his proposed inquiry 
to his (I‘assett’s) own district. He had nothing 
to conceal. The Senate might makeup a 6om- 
mittee composed entirely of New-York Senators 
and they could come up into his district and 
make all the investigation they desired. So far 
asthe charges against himself, to which Mr. 
Cantor alluded, wefe concerned, he begged to say 
they had never been printed in any —— 
newspaper. They had emanated from his dis- 
tinguished townsman, Gov. Hill, and had been 
voiced in his Elmita newspapor. Aby commit- 
tee of investigation that came up into Chemung 
Coutity would have to face statements that were 
the talk of the county, for it waa openly charged 
there that Gov. Hijl had brought $50,000 into 
that Senatorial district last Fall to corrupt it. 
It was openly charged that $22,000 of this suin 
was spent in Chemung County alone for bribery 
and that it Was expended undet the direction of 
David BE. Hill, William L. Muller, @ member of 
the Court uf Claims, the present Democratio 
Sheriffof Chemung, and an ex-Sberiff. It was also 
charged that $28,000 was expended for similar 
purposes in the counties of Steuben and Alle- 
gany. Indeed it vould be proved thar Mr. 
Soaper, the business manager of Gov. Hill's 
newspaper, had boasted thut $50,000 had been 
brought into the Senatorial district for the pur- 
pose of burying him en cewgng out of sight. Mr. 
Fassett protnised to throw a flood of light upon 
the bribery pfacticed by Gov. Hill and his lieu- 
tenauts in Chetnhung County, if anf committee 
was sent to make aninvestigation, Returning 
to the New-York matter Mr. Fassett quoted Mr. 
William M, Ivius, Judge-Advocate on Gov. Hill's 
staff, as duthority for the assertion that corrup- 
tion is practiced in New-York elections by point- 
ing to the pamphlet on machine politics written 
by Mr. Ivins. 

Mr. Vedder got the floor and announced that 
he was astounded at Mr. Cantor's rematks. In- 
ded, he had héver witnéssed such an exhibition 
in all his legislative life. He was insulted, as 
well as astounded, and he thought the rest of 
the Senators ought to Bhate his feelings. It ie 
worth noting, perhaps, that the Senate did not 
rise up ih a bady to share Mr. Vedder's sorrow. 
Returning to Mr. Cantor’s statements about 
neWspapor chatges, he declared with mighty 
vehemence that not even the most virulent 
Democrati¢ ee in his district had 
ever mado atich a disreputable charge 
a9 bad Mr. Cantor. Then followed a dis- 
pia of pyrotechnics in the vicinity of 
Vedder’s seat that fairly illumined the Senate. 
A great muny thieves havo ranted against THE 
Times, Hut their vituperation was mila com- 

yared with that now indulged by the enraged 
Vedder. The Senators duck«wl their heads to 
avoid the shower. Before Vedder concluded his 
specch it became evident that he cherished a 
vivid recolicction of the blows Tur Timts had 
laid upon his deserving back in times gone by. 
Poor Vedder! He can no more forget Tith Times 
and its correspondents than he can his morning 
meal. He wanted Mr. Cantor to understand 
thatit was pone of his business how Senators 
were nominated and elected.

After 36 hours’ meditation Gov. Hill deeided 
to make a reply to the ator? published in yes- 
terday’s New-York Press. He accordingly sent 
for @ répresentative of the Assoviated Press this 
evéning, ahd submitted the folluwing statement 
to be telegraphed to the morning newspapers 
and spread before a discriminating Americau 
public to-morrow: ; 

“ This attack upon me is not unexpected. It is 
simply a vack fire onthe part of the desperate 
and a ring, who have repeat- 
edly threatened that they would attack me ifI 
persisted in ousting them from their offices. 
There is very little usé of saving anything, be- 
cause when one charge is explained and explod- 
ed they willinveut another, and it would keep 
a busy man like myself constantly explaining if 
I noticed all their misstatements. Nevertheless 
I willin this instance depart from iny usual cus- 
tom of not noticing newspaper attacks simply 
to say that their latest invention is easily refut- 
ed. The facts are these: 

“Near the o108e of the campaign of 1885 the 
Democratic State Committee were short of 
funds, and pease to me to aidthem. I ¢on- 
sented to lehd them my credit, and. together 
with Judge Alton B. Parker and Judge W. IL. 
Mulier, the Chairman and Secretary of the Exeo- 
utive Committee, I signed a note with them as 
joint makers for $5,000, which Mr. John Keenan 
of New-York, si6o a member of the State 
Committee and a prominent County De- 
moctfacy man, then Of excellent reputa- 
tion, eashed for the committee, which 
received and used tha avails in the canvass. 
Talso, upon a like request, signed another note 
for $10,000, which was indorsed by my friend, 
dudge Muller, the Secretary, and also (as I 
subsequently learned) by Mr John O'Brien, the 
Chairman of the State Committee. who pro- 
cured 1t to be discounted at his bank. and the 
committees used thé avails in the legitimate ex- 
penses of the campaign. Aside from my ewn 
contribution this was all IT had personally to do 
with the finances of the committeé. 

‘After the élection these two notes were taken 
up and paid by contributions of friends and vari- 
ous Democrats, including Chairman O’Brien, 
who was the largest contributor. Whatever 
was paid were personal contributions, The firm 
of Clark & O’Brien never contributed a cent to 
my knowledge. Mr. Clark is a Republigan. Mr. 
O’Brien was a Democrat and the Chairman of 
the State Committee, and had a perfect right toa 
contribute whatever he pleased, and the mere 
fact that‘he Was also an aqiieduct contractor 
with Clark did not make it itnpropet for him to 
do so. 

“The Aqueduct legislation of the next year 
had nothing whatever to do with these matters. 
That legislation was introduced by a Republican 
(Senator Hoysradt) and passed the Republican 
Législature almost unanimously, and I approved 
it, with a memorandum giving publicly my rea- 
fons. While I somewhat reluctantly approved 
the bill at the time, I am aatidstied, after two 
years of trial, that it has subserved the best in- 
teresta of the city of New-York. There was,and is, 
nothing to conceal about the contributions which 
anybody made to the State Committeo in 18835.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, slightly colder, fair 
areather. 


Gov. Hitt has seen fit to depart from 
what he calls his usual custom of not no- 
ticing newspaper attacks, to ‘‘explain” his 
connection with the raising of money for 
political purposes in 1885. He says in 
effect that he signed notes jointly with two 
ether Democrats, oae of which was dis- 
counted by JOHN KEENAN and another by 
Mr. JOHN O’BRIEN’s bank; that these 
notes were paid by “personal contri- 
butions,” of which’ Mr. O’BRIEN, 
Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee, made the largest, and that 
there was no connection between these 
facts and the contracts obtained by 
O'BRIEN & CiLarE from the Aqueduct Com- 
mission when reurganized by a bill that 
he, the Governor, ‘ reluctantly” sign d. 
This is an ex>lanation that does not ex- 
plain. It admits the raising of money on 
the Governor’s signature and its repayment 
in large part by O’Brien. The connection 
between that transaction and the action of 
the Aqueduct Commission and between it 
and the Governors share in the 
reorganization of the commission is 
a perfectly legitimate subject for 
investigation. The denial of any im- 
propriety in the business by the Governor 
is, unhappily for him, not conclusive. Cer- 
tainly the signing of notes for the purpose 
of raising money by a Governor who is 
seeking re-election is in itself a scandalous 
proceeding. It is not rendered less so by 
the Governor’s statement that he did not 
pay the notes, and that JOHN O’BRIEN, con- 
cractor, largely contributed to do so. 





The vote on the passage of the High 
License bill will probably be taken in the 
Senate to-day, and there is 2 chance of a 
full vote and a fair test. Thereis no indi- 
eation that any Democrat will favor the 
bill. LAUGHLIN of Buffalo and WorTsH of 
Srooklyn, Republicans, are known to be 
againstit. Certain other Republicans, in- 
cluding COGGESHALL and Low, have been 
flisposed to favor an amendment reducing 
the fees for beer licenses; but as that 
would endanger the final passage of 
the bill by sending it back to 
the Assembly, these who insist upon it 
will be regarded as enemies to the measure, 
and it is believed that Mr. Low at least 
will vote for it asitstands. The position 
of RussELL of Albany and Sweet of Sen- 
eca County has been uncertain, but the 
friends of the bill think that SWEET will 
come around to the party position. If he 
Joes there isa fair chance of a favorable 
vote, as Senator HAWKINS is again in his 
seat. Should one or two Republican Sen- 
ators assume the responsibility of defeating 
this measure it will be a bad thing for the 
party and still worse for them. 

EPEAT ETAT TER TREE HPL RTI IEE 

Mr. O. B. Potter appeared at Albany yes- 
cerday as an opponent of Mayor HEWITT’s 
rapid-transit scheme. His argument was 
firected chiefly against the idea of con- 
structing railroads by municipal authority 
and on the city’s credit, and many of his 
objections have a good deal of force. 
When, however, he declared that the ele- 
vated railroads have not yet reached the 
limit of their capacity, and that the service 
of surface roads can be largely in- 
treased by the use of cables and elec- 
tricity, thereby implying that there is 
no urgent need of rapid transit facilities, 
he talked against the interests of the city 
for which he professes so much solicitude. 
The elevated roads may be able to cram 
more people into their cars, but they have 
Jong since passed the limit at which they 
can comfortably provide for their passen- 
geoe during the busy hours of travel. More- 


over, they do not afford rapid transit at all. 
What electricity may do on the surface is 
yet to be proved, but rapid transit cannot 
be furnished on the surface, and as for 
cables they will only obstruct and delay the 
solution of the question, There is urgent 
need of underground rapid transit roads on 
some plan, and if the Mayor's presents too 
many objections some other must be tried. 


That eminent patriot and statesman Pow- 
ELL CLAYTON has his delegation to the Re- 
publican National Convention duly ar- 
ranged, put up in form convenient for trans- 
fer, and isready to proceed to business as 
soon as the’Change opens. But Mr. CLAYTON, 
we are sure, will not find what economists 
call an ‘‘effective demand” for the votes he 
has in stock anything like that that awaited 
him in 1884. Onthe contrary, he will dis- 
cover that there is a glut in the market of 
the commodity in which he deals. Blaine 
votes will not be needed, and votes for any 
other candidate at all likely to compete for 
the Clayton article will be useless at any 
price. 





It would seem like a waste of virtuous 
scruples for the regular Republican organs 
to criticise the manner in which Judge 
GRESHAM’s friends are stimulating party 
sentiment in his favor. But that manner 
is, nevertheless, open to serious objection, 
so much so that it gives fair ground for 
suspicion that these friends are enemies 
in disguise. Nothing in Judge GRESHAM’S 
career or character justifies the belief 
that he would himself approve of any 
active efforts tu secure a nomination, as he 
certainly could not, with propriety, while on 
the bench of a Federal court. The ques- 
tion, however, is to a marked extent 
academic, since the efforts of real or pre- 
tended friends are in no wise likely to 
secure the choice of the convention fora 
man of his stamp. 


The announcement by O’NEIL’s counsel 
that his client’s case will be carried into 
the Federal courts, and ultimately to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, on 
grounds similar to those on which the ap- 
peal in the case of the Chicago Anarchists 
was based, appears like pure bravado. The 
simple fact that in that case the Supreme 
Court refused to review the action of State 
judicial authorities in the conduct of a 
trial under State laws that in themselves 
presented no violation of the Federal Con- 
stitution would seem to be conclusive of the 
claim put forward by O’NEIL’s lawyer. 





THE GOULD-SAGE CASE. 


The reasons given by Recorder SMYTH 
for refusing to authorize a resubmission of 
the charges against JAY GOULD and Rwus- 
SELL SAGE to the Grand Jury are not such 
as will satisfy the minds of those who had 
previously any doubt on the subject. The 
general ground of his decision is that all 
the facts were laid before the former Grand 
Jury and no new evidence would be pre- 
sented to another, and that there is not 
“even asuggestion of either ignorance or 
misconception on the part of the Grand 
Jury who acted upon” the first com- 
plaint. He says that it is “‘not even in- 
timated” that the Grand Jury had 
‘‘mistaken their duty.” We respectfully 
submit that there was a very distinct sug- 
gestion and a very emphatic intimation 
that the February Grand Jury was misled 
in the performance of its duty on a vital 
question which ought not to be summarily 
disposed of before indictment either by the 
Grand Jury or by a Judge acting simply as 
its adviser. It was upon that question 
alone that the application for a submission 
of the charges to another Grand Jury was 
based, and yet the Recorder practically ig- 
nores that question and rests his decision 
upon general principles which nobody dis- 
putes and which have no relevancy to the 
grounds on which the application for resub- 
mission was supported. 

When the facts in this case were laid 
before District Attorney MARTINE he 
reached the conclusion that the acts charged 
against the defendants constituted a crime, 
but he admitted that the Statute of Limita- 
tions might be a bar @o prosecution. He 
said, however, that the statute under which 
the charge was brought might be so con- 
strued as to enable the people to proceed 
notwithstanding the Statute of Limitations, 
and “‘such construction would have much 
support both in reason and common sense.” 
He added: “The question is so close and 
the interests involved herein are so impor- 
tant that it seems proper to leave the deter- 
mination of the question of law to the 
courts, and in order to effect this result the 
facts should be laid before the Grand 
Jury, and if proved anindictment found and 
tried.” This seems to be an altogether 
sound position. The question of law is un- 
derstood to be whether, in view of the fact 
that the withholding of the trust funds as 
well as the original misappropriation was 
an essential part of the offense as defined in 
the Penal Code, it was not a continuing 
wrong the prosecution of which was not 
barred by the lapse of time since the alleged 
misappropriation took place. As Mr. Mar- 
TINE said, that was a question which should 
properly be left to the courts, the Grand 
Jury to consider the facts and. determine 
whether there was sufficient evidence in 
support of the charge of grand larceny to 
justify an indictment, through which alone 
the matter could be brought before the 
courts. 

If the question was a ‘‘close” one, with 
**much both in reason and common sénse” 
to sustain the view that prosecution was 
not barred, it is evident that it was impor- 
tant to have the question decided in an au- 
thoritative manner. This could only be 
done by bringing it into court, where it 
could be fully argued and where there 
would be an opportunity by appeal to carry 
it to the tribunal of last resort. When the 
matter was finally laid before the Grand 
Jury a new District Attorney had come 
into office. He had given a prolonged hear- 
ing to counsel on both sides and laid the 
report of this before the Grand Jury as well 
as the evidence in support ef the charge. 
This brought to their attention the contro- 
versy over the Statute of Limitations, The 

fact that they asked advice in regard 
to this and that they specifically based 
their refusal to find an indictment upon 


‘connected with the tariff on wool. 


the advice given clearly indicates that they 
Tegarded the’ facts and evidence as suffi- 
cient to support the charge. This makes it 
plain that the” legal question upon which 
the prosecution turned might have been 
carried into court, and would have been ex- 
cept that they were virtually advised to 
prevent it. The District Attorney told 
them in effect that it was for them to deter- 
mine when the crime was committed, and 
therefore to decide whether the Statute of 
Limitations barred its prosecution or not. 
Under the peculiar circumstances of the 
case this threw upon them the decision of a 
‘*close” question of law, and they resorted 
to Judge Cow1NnG for help. He assumed 
that fraudulent misappropriation was all 
there was to the offense and declared that 
the Statute of Limitations ran from the day 
it was committed. He further said that the 
penal statute must be liberally construed in 
favor of the defendant and strictly con- 
strued as against him, a principle which is 
to be applied by a court on the trial rather 
than by the Grand Jury in fmding an in- 
dictment. ; 

In view of the advice they got the Feb- 
ruary Grand Jury can hardly be blamed for 
their action, but the matter was carried be- 
fore Recorder SMYTH on the point that they 
were improperly advised. District Attorney 
FELLOWS was not very explicit or urgent on 
that point, but the counsel for the com- 
plainants took care to have it pressed upon 
the Recorder’s attention. It was upon that 
that the whole case rested, and yet Recorder 
SMYTH does not directly deal with it at all. 
He gives no opinion as to whether prosecu- 
tion was really barred or as to whether 
there was a question that ought to go to 
the courts for decision. He merely rests 
his action on the fact that the case was 
fully presented to the Grand Jury; that it 
sought and obtained advice in regard to its 
duties and was not left to ignorance or mis- 
conception, and that itis a bad practice to 
submit the same case to successive Grand 
Juries on the same evidence. The whole 
business from beginning to end, since the 
case came into the charge of the present 
District Attorney, has been so conducted as 
to prevent a prosecution, and it is unfort- 
unate, to say the least, that the impression 
should be left that the machinery intended 
to secure the prosecution and punishment 
of crime has been used to prevent that very 
end inthe case of men who hold the posi- 
tion in the community occupied by GOULD 
and SAGE. . 


MR. MORRILL AS A PROPHET. 


Senator MORRILL of Vermont is a gentle- 
man who deserves the cordial respect of his 
fellow-citizens for his integrity, his sinceri- 
ty, and for the general soundness of his 
judgment on questions not immediately 
But in 
the matter of protection he is an old-fash- 
ioned, not to say belated, believer in the 
teachings of HENRY C. CAREY and HORACE 
GREELEY. He has a childlike confidence 
in the unadulterated and universal blessings 
of high tariff rates. He thinks the orig- 
inal war tariff is the source of all the 
progress, material or other, that the 
country has since made, and he looks 
forward to any reduction in the rates 
that have been steadily advanced since 
that tariff was enacted as sure to bring 
“‘ruin” to established industries. One can- 
not quarrel too sharply with an old man 
who argues inthis way. One cannot but 
respect his prejudices and pardon his dis- 
tressing fears. But it cannot be ignored, on 
the other hand, that Mr. MORRILL’s posi- 
tion is that of his party, and that there is 
not the slightest indication, so far, that the 
representatives of the party in Congress, 
younger men than the Vermont Senator 
and most of them with no such claim to 
respectful indulgence, will deal with the 
revenue question in any more intelligent or 
modern spirit than he does. 

Indeed, when the Senate stopped its 9c- 
cupations yesterday and pretended to list- 
en to Mr. MoraiLt every one knew that 
his speech was but a campaign document, 
delivered in the Senate in order that it 
might go to the country next Fall as a 
“part of the Congressional Record,” and 
that it really presented the party view of 
surplus revenue and of the war tariff. 
Looked at in that way there was only 
one thing in it that wase worthy of 
special attention. For the most part it 
was the staple article that has 
been turned out in the regular fashion 
for years, with no more reference to actual 
circumstances than an almanac of 1862 
has to current dates. The one feature of 
note init was the prediction thatif the 
tariff be reduced importations will be 
increased, the balance of trade will turn 
against this country, gold will flow away 
from our shores, the customs duties will be 
paid in silver, the Treasury will be unable 
to preserve the present equivalence between 
the “standard” dollar and gold, the cur- 
rency will be reduced toa silver basis, and 
the country generally, but especially the 
workingmen, will suffer cruelly and disas- 
trously. 

This is, it must be confessed, a gloomy 
picture, Ifit were likely to be realized it 
would give rise to much serious reflection. 
It is clear that the Republicans attach some 
value to it, because it was first broached by 
Senator ALLISON the other day in his re- 
marks on the Beck silver amendment to the 
Bond Purchase bill. But it needs only to 
be examined to see that it is not very fright- 
fulin reality. It all rests on the assump- 
tion that a reduction of the highest tariff 
rates will increase importations to such a de- 


gree as to drain the country of gold. For this. 


there is not the slightest foundation in fact 
in any proposition now before Congress or 
likely to be. The reductions and repeals of 
customs duties proposed in the Mills bill, 
while they will promote importations in 
some directions, will as certainly promote 
exports in others, since they relate to duties 
on the materials of manufacture, The re- 
peal of the wool duties, for instance, which 
is the source of Mr. MORRILU’s greatest 
anxiety, will, notwithstanding some reduc- 
tion in the duties on woolen goods, promote 
the production of American woolens and 
diminish the imports of foreign goods. 
The abolition of the duty on tin 
plates will directly stimulate the. exporta- 
tion of canned goods. The repeal of the 
duties on cotton ties—a small thing in itself 


—will probably increase the exports of cot- 
ton and of cotton goods. The decrease of 
the duty on copper and the repeal of the 
duty on copper ore are in the direct interest 
of our export trade, and when the Paris cop- 
per ring made possible, so far as this coun- 
try is concerned, by the copper duties, is 
broken, as it will be, our exports will surely 
gain. There are more flaws in Mr. Mor- 
RILL’s reasoning that it is not worth while 
to examine, since the basis of the whole is 
shown to be an utterly untenable assump- 
tion. The country cannot be frightened by 
this cry. 


ARTHUR AND POWDERLY. 

One very good reason for discountenanc- 
ing strikes is the moral injury that is done 
to the strikers in every case in which the 
strike is prolonged. It seems to be an in- 
variable rule that after a few days men out 
of employment lose sight altogether of the 
notion of bettering themselves with which 
they started and think themselves success- 
ful in the degreo in which they can 
injure their ‘‘enemy,”’ meaning’ the 
man or the corporation whose work 
they have done and whose wages they 
have taken. Employers are not 650 
amenable to this charge. Their relations 
with the men in their employ are more 
strictly matters of business, and exclude 
sentiment perhaps to too great an extent. 
Instances are not wanting in which indi- 
vidual and even corporate employers keep 
their business going at a loss, or at no 
profit, in order to enable themselves to pay 
wages, when but for the sake of the people 
they employ they would wind up their af- 
fairs. If this praiseworthy phase of senti- 
mentis notso common as if ought to be 
among them, at least there are very few, 
if any, examples of the opposite phase. It is 
almost, if not quite, unheard of that an em- 
ployer takes any action merely to spite or 
injure men who have been in his employ 
without proposing any advantage to him- 
self. 

Chief ARTHUR has owed his exceptional 
estimation by the public among labor leaders 
mainly to the belief that he was above coun- 
tenancing merely vindictive procedures, 
but when he does not succeed it seems that 
he is quite as capable as the others of cher- 
ishing designs to injure “‘the enemy.” Ina 
recent interview he declares that the Bur- 
lington Road cannot be operated with its 
present force except at a loss, and predicts 
that it must therefore come at last to the 
terms of the Brotherhood. If this be true 
then obviously there is no need of boycot- 
ting or intimidation or of any of the devices 
to which unsuccessful strikers resort. The 
strikers have no need to do anything at all. 
In quietness and in confidence in their 
strength, and if they stand still and wait 
for the road to try out its losing experi- 
ment, they will all bere-employed on their 
own terms. If they really did this, and won 
by it, the strike would be a grateful excep- 
tion to the rule, 

It seems, however, that this is not the 
intention of Chief ARTHUR. He means to 
emulate the methods of the Knights of 
Labor and to conciliate their leader. 
‘‘There has never,” he says, “‘been any just 
ground of enmity between the organiza- 
tions. Ihave been misrepresented in this 
matter, but I have set forth the true facts 
in the case to Mr, POWDERLY and there is 
now a better understanding between us.” 
Of course this means that Mr. ARTHUR is 
anxious that Knights of Labor shall not 
take the places of the striking engineers 
and is willing to take advantage of any 
‘*sympathetic’” procedures which their or- 
ganization may be moved to undertake. 
The Burlington strike has in most respects 
been conducted according to the fashion of 
the Knights, involving boycotts and insti- 
gating men who are content with their own 
situations to throw them upin behalf of 
other men who are not content with theirs. 
Thisis not the line of action we should 
expect men to take who confide simply in 
the value of their services. 

Mr. POWDERLY himself has lately given 
pathetic testimony about the methods 
which Mr. ARTHUR has substituted for 
those by which he made himself and his 
organization respected. The General Mas- 
ter Workman has confessed that the whole 
system of boycotts and sympathetic strikes 
is a calamitous failure, and by inference 
that the noble motto, ‘‘ The injury of one is 
the concern of all,” is little better than 
bosh. It shows what an exasperating effect 
upon the temper and what an enfeebling 
effect upon the intellect a strike of long 
duration has that it should induce the 
Brotherhood of Engineers to adopt the 
spiteful measures of the Knights of Labor, 
which the ehief of the Knights advises 
them to abandon. 


ITALIAN OPERA AGAIN. 

After so long an absence the return of 
Italian opera to this city willno doubt be 
welcomed by admirers of that form of the 
lyric drama with no little warmth. The in- 
terest in the production of VERDI's “ Otello,” 
which Signor CAMPANINI proposes to make 
known te the metropolis at the Academy of 
Music on Monday evening, will be increased 
by the recollection of the excellent reports 
which have come from abroad concerning 
the work. In Italy it was hailed with en- 
thusiasm as a surprising evidence of the un- 
failing energy and fecundity of the old mas- 
ter, to whom the world owes some of the 
very best operas cast in the older aud more 
familiar form. ‘ Otello,” however, was 
found to be a work of a neworder. It de- 
parts largely from the old methods and 
from the old style, yet, so the foreign critics 
say, it isin no sense an imitation of the 
Wagner music-dramas, 

The German critics have, of course, found 
fault with ‘‘ Otello,” but they havo treated 
the work with a respectful consideration 
which they would not have given to any 
opera written in VERDI’s earlier style. The 
composer’s “ Aida,” a magnificent master- 
piece. praised and repeatedly heard with 
pleasure by the finest judges, had paved the 
way for further changes in his manner. 
Whether the later developments of styie 
which he has revealed in “Otello” will be 
found agreeable to American hearers is yet 
to be determined; but there can be no doubt 
that all persons interested in musical prog- 
ress are ready and eager to listen atten- 
tively to the new work. 

Theweappearance on the 68 oi of 
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singers whose vocal method is admitted to 
be superior to that of the German school, 
thongh perhaps less individual in dramatic 
character, will be a pleasant feature of the 
production. The time has gone by when 
the public would accept an opera simply 
for the sake of the opportunities it afforded 
vocalists for tae display of their accom- 
plishments, but every lover of music is 
prepared to welcome a work which shall be 
truly a musical drama and shall at the 
same time abound in passages of song that 
are beautiful as absolute music. If ‘‘ Otello” 


. reveals itself as such a work, and such it 


is reported to be, there is no reason to ex- 
pect for it anything but success. Under 
the direction of an experienced hero of 
Italian opera:like Signor CAMPANINI it 
should be placed before the public in a 
favorable light.

THE OHAPMAN COLLECTION. 


There has been such a rush to sell paint- 
ings of ahigh class this Spring that one might 
have thought exhausted the list of those owners 
of private galleries who would find it advisable 
to part with their treasures. This is not the 
first time that Mr. Henry T. Chapman of Brook- 
lyn has sold out his gallery; but hitherto he 
could hardly be classed among the knowing. 
The paintings to be sold at Chickering Hall on 
Friday and Saturday evenings will prove @ sur- 
prise, hot so much in quantity—for it is well 
known that Mr. Chapman has been a large 
buyer—as in quality. The 244 pieces of painting 
and sculpture are the collection of an art lover. 

Mr. Chapman shows this by the fact of his 
owning many paintings by the same artist. It 
is one thing to be a connoisseur, another to be a 
lover of the tine arts. The connoisseur is prone 
to collect afew specimens of each artist, and 
to attempt tocover the field as far as he can. 
The lover of paintings has weaknesses for cer- 
tain artists, and buys their work beyond the 
number that is safe, considering the matter from 
the point of an investment. For where many 


specimens are present apathy sots in. The same 
is of course true of the man who gathers paint- 
ings from the vain purposes of show, aud to 
decorate himself witn the title of art patron at 
the same time that he places his money ia the 
most prudent fashion possible. Ho is careful 
not to own too many pictures by the same art- 
ist. Mr, Chapman has indulged his tastes in a 
bas that tosuch persons would be reprehen- 

Michel, Roussean, Diaz, and Monticell! are the 
artists of whom he has bought more than was 
wise. And of the last-named he has not secured 
the best work, but proves to have been fasci- 
uated by the amazing color sense of the man 
during the latter part of his life, when the cun- 
ning of his hand had departed. For the decora- 
tion of walls at some distance from the specta- 
tor, however, even these pictures are valuable, 
notably No. 159,|** The Wedding Procession.” The 
handsome catalogue mentions Diaz, Raymond 
Aubert, and Rossi as his masters, and 
makes an _ allusion to Delacroix thus: 
‘‘ His conversion began [it is said] before a 
Delacroix and was completed by the influence 
aud example of Diaz.” Of this last Mr. Chap- 
man shows 13 examples that are much more 
creditable to the artist than the paintings re- 
cently owned by Mr. Spencer. Let us except 
No. 30, “* Head of Christ,” which is weak, one or 
two figure pictures and possibly one landscape, 
and the reat are exquisite works of art. A wom- 
au leaning down to offera rose to two cupids 
has extraordinary charm of color and a good 
deal of robustness in drawing in contrast to the 
melting outlines usually seen in the work of 
Diaz. It would be hard to point to any collec- 
tion which gives so complete a range of his 
work. Needless to say that no public gallery in 
France can approach it. The same is true of 
Georges Michel. Mr. Chapman has the good 
taste to admire the sombre-brown landscapes of 
this by-gone of by-gones, and has man- 
aged to get no less than 11 of them. 
“The River’ may be mentioned among the 
best, but all have the greatest power and robust 
charm. Seven examples of Rousseau include 
paintings of the early period when his inspira- 
tion from Dutch landscapists waa prenounced. 
No. 133, indeed, is a landscape from Holland. 
No. 73, *‘ French Village,” has an air of directness 
and naiveté that is most captivating. Another 
favorite landscapist is Daubigny, of whom there 
are five interesting pieces, some early specimens, 
none of the kind that are ordered by the deal- 
ers. The fourspecimens of Courbet present that 
remarkable artist asa painterof figures, marines, 
and woodlands. * ‘The Cigarette Smoker” Is a sen- 
sual young woman robustly painted. Impress- 
ive is the big “ Waterspout,” a mass of rain and 
cloud breaking on the cliffs above an angry sea. 
Isabey’s “Storm onthe Coast” 18 magnificent 
for the swirl of a heavy surf on arocky shore; it 
is tremendous in its action as well as hizhly 
curious in the manner of its workmanship. 
There isa “ Lovers” by Delacroix, lookiug like 
an inspiration from Byron, and a specimen of 
Marilhat, one of the finest of the long line of 
“Orientalists,” a painter rarely seen over here 
in good solid work like “An Arab and his 
Camel.” A Moorish dancing girl by Henri 
Regnault, a famous little sketch by Ribot for a 
St. Sebastian, a painting in white and black by 
Bargue, a clever but disagreeable nead of an 
Algerine ‘‘Salem” (?) by Fortuny, and a girl’s 
head by Henner, the red dress in no wise inter- 
fering with or “swearing” against her red 
locks, are among the notables. The ‘“* Woman 
Sewing,’ by J. EF. Millet, 13 a beautiful piece in 
which the artist has not spared his sitter, but 
given her profile in all its natural unloveliness, 

English painters are rarely seen over here. Mr. 
Chapman owns a George Morland remarkable for 
for the apple-cheeked yeoman who is feeding his 
pigs und the swinish naturalness of the latter. 
An alert and handsomely-painted half-length, 
s8inall-size, is said to be a Gainsborough. There 
are pieces by Stanfield, the marine water color- 
ist; W. Holyoake, G. Armfield, Hall Maxwell, 
W. Reynolds, J. Quenton, and P. Nasmyth. The 
American favorite is Carleton Wiggins, whose 
cattle pieces are 10 in number. They show 
much excellence in color and compuvasition, to- 
gether with some lack of drawing. Whittredge, 
Sully, (a portrait,) Quartley, Ochtman, Nehiig, 
Edward and Thomas Moran, Beaufain Irving, 
W.H. Hilliard, William Hart, J. G. Fisher, Darley, 
S. Colman, Gedney Bunce, Boughton, Bogert, 
and Blakelock. Rosa Bonheur, Decamps. Jules 
Dupré, Lepine, Huguet, Chaplin, Mauve, Manet, 
Corot, (early oxample,) Roybet, Ziem, (a blue 
night etfect,) and two heads by Greuze must not 
be forgotien. Considering how much taste he 
shows inthe selection of the greater part of 
these pictures, it is a painful surprise to find 
him the owner of Sarah Bernharat’s foolish, 
ill-painted ‘Young Girl and Death,” an 
amateur’s daub without a redeeming trait. It 
18 an insult to the beautiful pictures of Rous- 
seau, Millet, Michel, and others to hang with 
them such a vile humbug. Mr. Chapman’s 
bronzes are largely by Méné6 of Paris, but he 
has also some Barye statuettes, inciudine a re- 
duction in bronze of the ‘‘ Theseus Centaur.” 
Mr. Chapman has 80 many charming things to 
show that itis a pity the auction should not be 
postponed for a week or two in order that the 
public might have more time to study his 
treasures.

THE NAVAL BRIGADE. 

PENSACOLA, Fla., April 11.—Brig.-Gen. 
Heyerman, Adjt.-Gen. Dillingham, with Quarter- 
master Mentz, Commissary, early tmis morning 
reviewed the pioneers and the marine battalion, 
the last under command of Fleet Marine Officer 
Russell, with Lieuts. Spicer and Ellsworth, and 
Sergts. Carey and Woodson, as Captains of the 
four companies. The whole command, amount 
ing to 120 men, went ashore to superintend the 
laying out of the camp and guard the material 


whioh all the morning was being transported 
from the vessels of the squadron and piled on 
the wharf and about the grounds in readiness 
for the brigade, which was ordered to land at 1 
o'clock. ‘The total number landed, includ- 
ing the band, was 40 officers avd 
584 men, the latter equipped with belts, 
canteens, and haversacks aud blanket bass 
for holding various articles of clothing.

Joining in the dance during the few hours which 
wore all that could be given for that purpose.

ZO HARNESS UP NIAGARA, 


THE GIGANTIC SCHEME SOON TO BE 
PUT IN EFFECT. 

If the plans of the Niagara River Hy- 
4raulic Tunnel, Power, and Sewer Company are 
carried out as arranged at the present time the 
mighty power of the Falls of Niagara will be 
utilized for the general benefit of mankind and 
for the financial enrichment of the stockholders 
‘inthe enterprise. The company was incorpo- 
rated by an act of the Lezislature in March, 
1886, and since that time the efforta of the pro- 
jectors have been directed toward securing tha 
capital necessary to enable them toexecute their 
designs. Itis now claimed that enough money has 
been secured and that the work of construction 
will begin in July. The prospectus issued by 
the company yesterday states that the company 
was organjzed for the purpose of utilizing the 
power of the Niagara River by constructing a 


subterranean tunve! from the water level below 
the falls, about 200 feet under the high bank of 
the river, extending through the rock to the 
Upper Niagara River at @ point adout one mile 
above the falls, where a head of 120 feet is ob- 
tained. The tunnel is then to extend, parallel 
with the shore of the river, one and one-half 
miles at an average depth of 100 feet below the 
surface of the earth and ata distance of about 
400 fect from the navigable wetecr of the river, 
with which it is to be counected by means of 
condulis or lateral tunnels. 

The scheme is one of gigantic proportions, and 
includes the establishment of innumerabie mills 
at the point where the power is obtained. a8 well 
as distributing the power through electric wires 
to other centres, where it can ve usedn lieu of 
steam or local water power, The power is tu be 
obtained from the conduita lJeadiug to the main 
tunnel. and not from the tunnel itself er from 
the falls. The conduita will. it is contemplated, 
lead to wells sunk to the tunnel 100 feet below 
the earth’s surface. Iu these wolis will bo placed 
turbine wheels, which are turned by the weignt 
of the water in the wells. Thus, it is suid, 
the power will be uniform, because the 
wells will always be kept full, and as 
the wells are supplied from the river thers 
will be no variation tu the quantity of the water 
available. Theriver itself, being fed froin the 

‘five great takes, will always have a uaiforn 
quantity from which to supply the coniluita, It 
is claimed that the drain from the river by the 
conduita and tunnel Will not take 1 per cent. of 
the water in the stream; thal is, the depth of 
the river would not be reduced cne inch. The 
prospectus states that since the incorporation 
ofthe company autlicient land aloug the river 
has been secured, surveyed, and apportioned 
into mill sites fronting on the river and on the 
line of the proposed tunnel, with ample streets 
and dockage, aifording approach by rail or water 
tu accommodate 238 mills of 500 horse power 
each, or 119,000 horse power in all, which is the 
estimate of the engineers of the capacity of the 
tunnel proposed to be built. 

This power woulu be greater than all the 
other water power of the country combined. 
The land secured by the company is two miles 
and a half above the falls, aud beyond the lim- 
its of the Government Park land surrounding 
them. The tunnel is to ruu under tbe streets of 
Niagara village, and all of the conduits will be 
located on the company’s land. ‘The estimated 
cost of construction is $3,000,000, and evough 
patronage has already been secured, it is said, 
to pay a dividend on the investment. The eitz 
of Bulffalo has agreed to pay $100,000 per an- 
num for power tor electric lights, and an elvctric 
smelting company in Cleveland has made ap- 
plication for 20,000 borse power to he carried 
through wires. The mills are to be located so far 
above the falls that vessels of any drunght can 
come to the wharves, clus insuring cheap water 
freights from the milis to tidewater. it is 
claimed that the voluine of water over the 
falls will not be lessened by the construction of 
the tannel; that the beauty of tne landscape 
will not be impaired in any way, since the mills 
will give forth no smoke, and that the druin 
from the river will be less than half the amouut 
taken from the lakes by evaporation. 

If the project proves to be a success itis also 
intended to use the power in lighting many of, 
the larger cities in that locality by electricity.

Miss Lucie E. Mawson, a young pianist

The audicnce simply knew that Mr. O’Conor, 
“with one n, gentlemen, if you please, ha-ha,” as 
heis in the habit of informing new acquaintances, 
was late. As it stamped its fret and exercised 
its lungs as an expression of impatience it was 


entirely unaware that the star was engaged int | 


@n earnest and expensive struggle with the 
owner of a marble heart, which had been oss1- 
tied, its proprie or said, through the loss of a 
wife whose affection and person Mr. O’Conor had 
purloined. Tho struggle, all things considered, 
was brief, for it was a mere question of money 
and when the tragedian offered to settle ina 
business-like way the husband, or ex-husband, 
accepted with a rush. 

The star was stretched full length upon a 
,ounge in bis anertments at the Allman House, 
Fourth-aveuue and Tenth-street, when the 
storm burst. ‘Mrs. O’Conor” occupied a rock- 
ing chairin the same apartment, and several 
members of the company were receiving dif- 
ferent sized pieces of advice from O’Conor, 
wheu there was a knock at the door. “Come” 


cried a Voice pitched low and menacing. It was 
owned by O’Conor. The door opened, and into 
the room walked Deputy Sheritts Crawtord and 
Walsh, accompanied by Lawyer Henry Melville 
of 2 Wall-street. 

‘Be seated, gentlemen,” yelled Mr. O’Conor. 
“What can I do for ye? Ha-ha.” Deputy 
Sheriff Crawford said his mission was to arrest 
Mr. O'Conor, in default of $2,500 bail, on a coim- 
plaint brought against him by Robert A. Hueb- 
ner, who sued for damages to the amount of 
$20,000, alleging that bis wile’s affections had 
been alienated from him, and that O’Conor had 
done him otherend grievovs injury. The trage- 
dian slapped his forehead violently and 
strode to the far side of the room. He 
said ‘*Ha-ha” in gutteral tones, and then 
strode back again. Recovering a calm 
demeanor by a middle-weizht effort he request- 
ed that the complaint be read to him. It recited 
that Robert A. Huebner was married to Louisa 
¥. A. Bergmann at Stapleton, Long Island, on 
July 3. 1882. In 1884 Huebner met James 
Owen O'Connor, who had an office at 27 Chum- 
bers-street. On one occasion he took his wife 
with him. She went there afterward several 
times, and once he heard O'Conor say “I'm go- 
ing to cut Bob out.” Huebner was a carpenter 
by trade, and his trade being dull he entered 
the employment of O'Conor as a cierk. 
On March 31, 1885, Mrs. Huebner lefé her home 
and went to Jersey City. From that time until 
Sept. 12,1887, when Huebner got a divorce, 
O'Conor had wilfully and wickedly deprived him 
of the aid and comfort of Louisa F. A. Huebner 
without his consent. Therefore the complainant 
femanted judgment against O’Conuor for 
$20,000, with costs.

‘Then, alter attempting unsuc- 
cessfully to shake bis closely-cropped bair, he 
siniled gioomily and replied: “T do; hea! ha! In 
one sense of the word it ix a surprise, ha-ha. If 
you do not write shorthand I will tarry witb 
my words. The imagination of the gentlemen 
of the press is widely Known, but [ wish to be 
quoted exactly. in another sense it is not a Bir- 
price, ha! ha! Come. No, my lad, (to an old man 
carrying a scuttle of coal,) no coal on the fire. 
It is warm enongh here, ha! ha! It Is net a 
surprise, as I was saying. for the reason, ba! ba! 
that I was told that this event would come off 
some time last Monday, ha! ha! Astothe alle 
gations in the complaint, [have not read them. 
I imight say, ha! ha! they were read for me by 
Deputy Sheriff Crawford. No e in his name, 
ba! ba! please. [ once made an enemy for 
jife by spelling a friend's name‘ Brown’ instead 
of ‘Brown,’ ha, ha. Never mind the cat, gentle- 
men. [ have a wekneas for kittens, ha! ha! Re- 
garding the allegations, [ would say that euch 
answer will be wade after [ have carefully read 
them and within the proper time allowed me 
by taw. Come. Ha! another mercury. You 
wanttwo passes. Well, I suppose you must 
bave them. I getreqnests frow all sides. Do- 
ing great business. Sho-tly, ba! ha! The prons- 
pect is that the snit. will be settled. 
jmmediately settied, and perhaps, ha, ha, this 
evening. Am very largely inthe handa of Mr. 
Melville, whom [met once in conjunction with 
the Hon. Roscoe Conkling, who, I trust, ha-ha, 
will not be takenfrom us, [ will be guided 
very largely by his advice. Ridiculous, ba-ha, 
to think of me leaving the State, ha-ha. Might 
have gorg to Jersey, but all’s well that ends 
well, ha-hu. Bit of my art. It will crop out, 
ba-ha.” 

Meanwhile “Mrs. O’Conor” had sped to Brook- 
lyn in searchor a sister of O'Cunor. As she 
trossed the street from the hotel on her way to 
the elevated railroad she almost ran against her 
ex-bishand. She did not deign to look at him. 
After she nad passed Huebner mide a disparag- 
ing remark, and said, “I guess they'll settle 
this case. O*Conor is worth half a million, and 
he'll settle before he’li go to court.” 

O’Counor tried to posses. his soul in patience 
while his partner was scouring Brooklyn for 
bail At 6:30 o'clock he received a dispatch 
from her which informed him that his sister 
Was not at home, but was expected in a@ short 
time. “Ha,” heexclaimec, “it looks as if I 
would not appear on the boards to-night.” 
He was. tickled when told that the 
plaintiff was wooling his neels on the 
pavement. He was asked if he was 
worth $500,000 in cash, 
His father’s estate, be said, was supposed to be 
worth $3,000,000. It was sold for the benefit of 
the heirs, six children, and brought $600,000. 
For his share be was given a mortgage sald to 
be worth $100,000 at 6 per cent. interest. Then 
it was lowered to 5 by ai relative whom 
he had befrienaed, and he discovered that 
it was a second instead of a tirst mort- 
gage, as he had supposed. Were it paid 
regularly the interest would give bim an income 
of $5,000 perapnum. The mortgage fell due in 
June.

He asked anxiously 1f O’Conor, 
was “all broke up,” aud seemed much cast 
down when informed that O'Conor waa feeling 
iu a pecuharly cheerful frawe of mind and was 
most anxious to dance a jig on Heubnuer's body. 
On no side did Huebner receive any sympathy.

THE SUPERINTENDENTS. 

The National Time Convention of Rail- 
road General Managers and General Superin- 
tendents was held in the ball room of the Hotel 
Brunswick yesterday. H. 8 Haines, General 
Manager of the Savannab, Florida and Western 
Railroad, presided, and W. F. Allen of the 
Official Railway Guide was the Secretary. Nine- 
ty-three delegates, representing 79 roads, were 
present. lt waa decided to have a permanent 
committee on train rules, and this will be ap- 
pointed by the President. May 13 was fixed as 
the dat; upon which the Summer time tables of 
the. various roads wiil go into effect. Com- 


mander Alien D. Brown of the National Observa- 
tory at Washington adidresse:l the meeting on 
the manner in which the official time was sept 
out. The report of the Committees on 
Car Mileage und Per Diem Rates was made. 
There are two methods of Charging mileage. 
Oue is to charge se much per mile for a car, ani 
the other is to charge for the car and a lower 
rate per mile. The mixed method was recom- 
mended by the committee, and tho report was 
laid over until the next meeting. The Commit- 
tee onthe Transmission of Accurate Time was 
continued. It was in connection with this re- 
port that Mr. Brown’s address was nade.

The Indians 
gave an imperfect description of three white 
inen murdered on Wolf Creek in June last. Two 
of them were elderly and the third was a young 
man.

CRIPPLING THE CANALS 


THE APPROPRIATION 


NHARLY A HALF. 

NO CHANCE OF ITS PASSING EITHER 
HOUSE IN ANY OTHER SHAPE—~HOW 

. BAD LEGISLATION IS PERMITTED. 
ALBANY, April 11.~Tho Cantor bill for 
the improvement of the canals was ordered to a 
tuird reading in the Senate today, after the 
Repu licans had cut the appropriation of 
$1,v00,000 down to $530,000, the same amount 
which the Republicans in the Assembly, or tho 
most of them. are agreed upon. The Republic- 
ans thus practically place themselves on record 
in favor of crippling the canals. The motion of 
Mr. Sloan in Committees of the Whole to reduce 
the appropriation to $550,000 was lost by a tie 
vote of 13 to 13. Then an amendment was of- 
fered by another Senator, Raines, fixing the 
amount at $530,000. Senator Van Cott who had 
voted with the Democrats against the first prop- 


osition to reduce, retired for meditation, and 
when he returned, singular to relate, the vote 
halt been taken on the .Raines amendment 
and it had been carried by 15 to 12. 
The Republicans made sure of procuring 
the vote of Mr. Russell of Albany by agreeing to 
support his proposition to expend $40,000 of the 
appropriation upon the Aibany basin, and he 
procured tne insertion of @ provision to that 
effect. As warty of tne second part he agrees to 
vote for the passage of the bill with its reduced 
appropriation. Senator Low wanted the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, the Speaker, and the State 
Engineer given authority to supervise the ex- 
peuditures of the appropriation, but was per- 
suaded to wait until the bill comes up on its 
final passage before pressing an amendment to 
that effect. 

The motion of Mr. Cantor to order the bill toa 
third reading without the amendments adopted 
in Committee of the Whole was amended by 
Senator Sloan so as to incorporate those amend- 
ments. Mr. Sloan’s proposition was agreed toby 
the followipg vote, Republicans in roman, Dem- 
ocrats in itulics:

The Brundage bill providing a complicated 
syetem of listing personal property and taxing 
mortgages started on its way through the Assem- 
biy on its final passace to-day, but it was brought 
up with a sharp turn by Mr. Crosby and sent 
back to the Ways and Means Committee for 
turther bearing. The history of tuis bill is an 
illustration of the method by which mischievous 
ineasures get upen the atatute books simply 
because the men who are likely to suffer there- 
by pay no attention to legisiation. It was sup- 
ported before the Ways and Means Committee 
by nobody save representatives of the Farwers’ 
Alliance, and not a voice outside the member- 
ship of the commiltee was raised against 
it. The committee did not assume the respon: 
sibility of killing thé bill, and in order 
that it might attract the attention of more 
thoughtful men than the alliance seems to 
include, reported it favorably to the House. I[t 
was discussed in Committee of the Whole the 
other day and ordered toa third reading with 
the understanding that it might then be dis- 
cussed and amende:!. Not uniil that fact was 
reported in the newspapers did anybody outside 
the Assemb.y oppose the bill. A letter to THE 
TIMES @ day or two ago from a gentleman wuo 
had discovered huw crude and dangerous a 
measure it Was seems to have set business men 
to thinking, and since that time a number of 
mewbers of the Assembly have received letters 
and dispatcbes from their constituents asking 
them to oppose the bill and pointing out some 
—_ evils that would follow should it become 
a law. Ke 

Tne General Laws Committee had taken out 
of its hands to-day the Finn Pool bill, 1ta author 
vpeing grieved to see the bill prepared by Mr. 
Comstock reported fayorably to tue House by 
the Judiciary Committee and no attention paid 
to his. The committee suffered a defeat upon 
the Platt bill, compelling hotels, tenement 
house, apartment house, and factory owners to 
put fire-escapes in their buildings, which it re- 
ported adversely. Iu addition to letting him- 
self out to the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and defending bribery, Evtitor Platt is 
now contributing his services to the manu- 
facturers of patent fireescapes. Bis bill 
as originality introduced practically Mmited 
the escapes which might be used to one style. 
The impudence of the measure was a little more 
than the General Laws Committee could stand, 
and the editor tunkered away on the bill till he 
made it a little less objectionable. Even in the 
tinal form the committee founda it bad legisla- 
tion, and a majority favored an adverse report, 
which was made. The editor moved to disagree 
with the report andtne House\sustained him. 
Before the vote was taken Mr. Crosby, who de- 
votes a few minutes now and then to punctur- 
ing the editor’s pretensions to good faith and 
sincerity, asked him if the bill was not given 
him by @ wanufacturer of fire escapes. 

“It happens that a constituent of mine in 
Ponebkeepsie is engaged in that business,” 
answered the editor. 

“T thought so,” said Mr. Crosby, with a dis- 
dainful sneer. 

‘The Connolly bill opening One Hundred and 
Sixteenth-street through the grounds of the 
Bloomingdale Asylum was killed ip the Assem- 
bly to-day. The bill was reported adversely, 
and Mr. Connolly moved to disagree with the 
report, saying that the asylum was the property 
of an itumensely Wealthy corporation and should 
be treated us such and not. as a charitable insti- 
tution.

It fines all 
brokers and Commission merchants $5 annually 
for dealing in atocka, bonds, &c. Their names 
are to be filed in the Secretary of State's office, 
and that officeris to issue to them pretty cer- 
tifleates to be hung in their offices. 

There will be a hearing by the Assembly Rail- 
road Committees next Tuesday afternoon on the 
Haggerty bill, @ measure which, though notn- 
ioully arafted to apply to Brooklyn railroads, ia 
80 general in its provisions as to give the Metro 
politan Transit Company the right to build an 
elevated railroad up Broadway. Col. George 
Bliss appeared before the committee this after- 
noon to say that as # representative of the 
Metropolitan Transit Company he moat heartily 
favored the bill Mr., De Witt, who represents 
the Astors and the Goelet estate and property 
valued altogether at $71,000,000, told the com- 
mittee that his clients were heartily opposed to 
this grab.

THE RESULT OF THE ELECTIONS 
JERSEY CITY, 

The election in Jersey City was conducted 
entirely on the basis of the High License Local 
Option bill. The saloon keepers made a des- 
perate effort to punish the Republican Party, 
which had made itself responsible for the law, 
and the result was thatin every part of the city 
the most phenomenal majorities ever known in 
the political history of the city were rolled up. 
The city is usually Democratic by from 2,000

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A VICTORY FOR THE CABLE.

When 
Hoadly, Lauterbach & Johnson, as counsel 
tor the [nird-Avenue Company, applied to Gen. 
Newton for permission to excavate, after the 
company bad decided to move their cars by 
cable instead of horse power, Gen. Newton re- 
fused upon the ground that he had been advised 
by the Corporation Counsel that there was a 
provision in the company’s charter which for- 
bade the moving of its cars by steam; that the 
cables would be operated by steam, and that 
would be a violation of the charter. 

Judve Patterson holds that when the charter 
prohibited the use of steam asa motive power 
it meant the direct use, as by means of locomo- 
tives running on the tracks; that the moving 
of cables by means of stationary engines placed 
away from the track isnot what the charter 
had reference to, and the company has a perfect 
right to excavate for cables, lay them, and op- 
erate them.

MAYOR HEWITT’S SCHEME

JHE HEAKING ON HIS PLAN 
FOR RAPID TRANSIT. 
ORLANDO B. POTTER OPPOSES THE MAYOR 
AND THE CABLE RAILWAY COMPANY 

HAS ITS LITTLE INNING. 


ALBANY, April 11.—Mr. O. B. Potter of 
New-York held the attention of the Senate Rail- 
road Comwmittee for over an hour thts afternoon 
while he gave his views concerning Mayor Hew- 
itt’s scheme for rapid transitin that city. Mr. 
Potter agrees with Mr. Hewitt on many points, 
but he is strongly opposed to the Mayor’s plan 
of solving the rapid-transit problem. He be- 
lieves all that Mr. Hewitt claims concerning the 
future growth of New-York and its coming need 
for means of transit, but he thinks it would be 
unwise to confer upon any municipality 
the great powers which would be given 
to the city of New-York by Mr. 
Hewitt’s bill. Government, he _ holds, 
should contine its operations to its natural 


functions, and not undertake to confer on the 
Mayor of New-York powers greater than those 
now enjoyed by the Executive of any State in 
the Union, and greater tn some respects than 
those enjoyed by the President of the United 
States. The present powers of the Mayor of 
New-York are great enough, but they do not 
permit him to contrel the property interests of 
lts citizens, as Mr. Potter thinks this bill would. 

The Hewitt bill provides that all preliminary 
work looking to the increasing of the city’s debt 
by $35,000,000 shall be done by the Mayor, the 
City Controller, and the Commissioner of Public 
Works. Mr. Potter does not question the hon- 
esty of Mayor Hewitt, but he fears that coming 
Mayora would be of a different stamp. He dis- 
sents first from the proposition that the city 
should own the proposed rapid-transit system 
in order that it may profit thereby. It is not, he 
says, in accordance with the principles of good 
government that the city should enter into 
competition with its citizens im works of this 
character. The present railroads in New-York 
were built by men who were wiliing to risk 
their capital when the result was at least doubt- 
ful, and the investment of capital in this way 
has been benefictal to the city and to the wel- 
fare of the public. To bring these properties 
paying taxes toward the support of the city 
into competition with the city, paying no taxes, 
and able therefore to operate ita road at less ex- 
pense, would be an injustice and against good 
policy. There would be no justice in taking 
property in order to obtain money with which to 
build a railroad system to compete with that 
property. : 

On the theory that the city should undertake 
this work because it would be a profitable invest- 
ment to burrow money at 3 pef cent. and invest 
itin such a way that it would pay 5, thecity 
might with equal reason undertake to insure 
the property of its citizens, or borrow and loan 
money, or acquire the land lying around the 
proposed new parks and lease it. It.is true that 
the new doctrine laid down by Mr. Hewitt has 
been applied in a measure tothe docks of New- 
York, butin Mr. Potter’s judgment the docks 
now owned by the city will eventually pass 
into private handa, as they should. 

Concerning Mr. Hewitt’s claim that under his 
plan the taxpayers would assume no additional 
burdens nor be put to any risks, Mr. Potter is 
obliged to again dissent from the Mavor. There 
would be, ke thinks, great risks in letting con- 
tracts involving enormous destruction of prop- 
erty and inconvenience and loss such as would 
follow the work of tearing up Broadway, for in- 
stance, and the disturbance of the miles of pipes 
and sewers laid under ground in the thorough- 
fare. The annualrentalof buildings in Broadway 
exceeds $25,000,000, and from that thorough- 
tare the city derives a large share of its revenues, 
and it would be greatly atfected by the deprecia- 
tion of valuein that property which would fol- 
low such extensive operations as are contem- 
plated. If the corporation leasing the road 
should fail to pay the 5 per cent. due the 
gity the road would revert to the city, ani it 

ould ba called upon to make guod interest on 
the bonds, and the system woulda finally come 
into the hands of the city at the end of 30 years. 
There might by that time be new metnods of 
transportation which would render it practical- 
ly valueless. Tne Mayor proposes that city 
offiesrs shall not operate the rvad leat politics 
interfere. Mr. Potter fears that the same in- 
tluence would be felt in leasing the system, the 
board haviug that duty being left free to lease 
the road to whom it sees fit. 

As to the Mayor’s assertions that the city can 
atany time borrow money at not more than 3 
per cent., Mr. Potter says that a low rate of in- 
lerest depends largely upon the reduction of the 
city’s debt, and that any such increase in the 
debt as the Mayor's scheme contemplates would 
certainly make it impossible for the city to ob- 
tain money atthe present low rate given it. 
The question as to the constitutionality of the 
city of New-York entering upon such a work 
would also discredit the bonds and affect their 
warket value. 

Mr. Potter says that hethinks that the ele- 
vated roads have not reached their limit in 
handling the passenger trattic of New-York, and 
eaid to the Raliroad Committee that he believed 
that electric or cable railways will furnish 
efficient surface transit for the city for many 
yeurs tocome. Cable roads, be said, will cer- 
tainly be built as soon as the necessary legal 
autbority is giver. 

Lawyer Charles Shaw, the chief of the cable 
railway bandits, took advantage of Mr. Potter’s 
presence in Albany and the know2 views 
of the latter in favor ef cable roars, 
to bring up some cable guns and tire 
them trom benind Mr. Potter's intrenchments. 
They were not very big guns, but they were so 
disposed as to make it appear that Mr. Potter 
desires nothing so much as the success of the 
cable railroad company’s attempt to steal 70 
miles of the streets of New-York. The first of 
these was that-gay old jester from Washington 
Heights, Lawson N. Fuller. Mr. Fuller indorsed 
everything tnat Mr. Pottter had said, and then 
switched off into one of his familiar pan- 
egyrics of cable railways. Gun No. 2 was 
Mr. A. C, Allen, representing the Taxpayers 
and Business Men's Association. an organization 
of about 300 New-York men. Those gentlemen 
have passed some resolutions opposing the 
Mayor’s scheme, and also some very warmly in- 
dorsing the cable railway grab. This gun was 
wheeled out of the way, and Gun No. 3, in the 

erson of Mr. Cornelins O'Reilly of the Real 
tstate Owners and Builders’ Association, did 
similar service. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Scott replied 
prriefly to Mr. Potter’s argument, holdings; that 
the dangers which he feared did not and could 
not exist under tbe Hewitt plain.

for the bee portage and extirpation of pleuro-pneu- 
monia and Other contagious diseases among domestic 
animals,” that a coptagions, infectious, aud commu- 
nicable disease, known as pleuro-pneumonia, exists 
among cattle in the couuties of Westchester, New- 
York, Richmond, Kings, Queens, and Suffolk, State 
of New-York, that all cattle in said infected district 
are hereby quarantined until further notice and 
deemed cattle “affected with a contagious disease,” 
and all persons are prohibited from moving or trans 
Jpeg any cattle from said counties of Westchester, 

vew-York, Richmond, Kings, Queens, and Suffolk, 
State of New-York, to auy other State or Terri- 
tory of the United States under penalty of 
sections 6 and 7 of the above entitled act; 
abhor however, that any cattle that have 

een examined by an Inspector of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and by said Luspector are certified 
to in writing as being free of pleuro-pneumonia, may 
be transported to any other State or ‘Territory from 
said infected district within forty-eight hours after 
being 80 certified to; and provided, further, that said 
Inspector is furnished with an atlidavit made by two 
disinterested persons, stating that they have kuown 
said cattio for a period of six months immediately 
prior to the examination, aud that during that time 
saidcattle have not beea exposed to pleuro-pneu- 
monia. Said Inspector may require further svi- 
dence that the catt.6 have not been exposed, and such 
proof as he requires must be given him.

Springnhurst is about a mile 
and w quarter from the school, is sparsely set- 
tied by very poor people, and up to a year ago 
the Trustees of the Tweny-third Ward District 
rented a room, hired a javitress, aud puta young 
lady teacher in charge of the 25 or 30 children 
of the neighborhood. This young lady taught 
all the different grades as best she could, but 
with very tittle tangible success. so the Trustees 
decided about a year ago to give up the scbool 
there and have the children attend the One 
Hundred ana Forty-fifth-street school. But for 
the entire distance to be traversed notalone was 
there no railway line, but the first foot 
of pavement is yet to be laid, making it impos- 
sible for the pupils to reach the school in wet 
weather or with a heavy snow on the ground. 
Henee they decided to hire a conveyance for 
ubia purpose alone. In accordance with this 
plan tow ae proposals were advertised for to 
transfer the children morning and afternoon. 
The Springhurst schvol was closed_and the pu- 

ils became attendants at the One Huudred and 

‘orty-fitth-street school. They were ali placed 
in the different grades, according to advance- 
ment, and at the end of the year the difference 
in favor of the “transfer plan” hes been so 
marked both in educational advancement and 
moral improvement. to say nothing of the re- 
duction of cost, which is almost one-half, that 
the Trustees have decided that for several years 
to come, at least, they will continue their pres- 
ent plan and advertise for bids to convey the 
young idea of Springhurst back and forth to the 
seat of learning.

DOWN COMES THE CURTAIN 


GOULD AND SAGE HAVE NOTH- 
ING NOW 10 FEAR. 
RECORDER SMYTH WILL NOT DIRECT THE 

RESUBMISSION OF THE CASE AGAINST 
THEM TO THE GRAND JURY. 
Recorder Smyth filed with Chief Clerk 


_Sparksof the Court of General Sessions yester-- 


day his opinion denying the application to sub- 
mitt te a new Grand Jury the charges of Kansas 
Pacitic Railroad bondholders, and the curtain is 
virtually rung down upon the farce of The 
Prosecution of Gould and Sage for the Misap- 
propriation of Trust Funds. In his opinion the 
Recorder says, after reviewing the history of 
the case: “The District Attorney [ Martine] pro- 
ceeded to and did consider the matters submitted 
to him and, as the result of his examination of 
the matter, filed an opinion, in which he says: 
‘In my opinion, the acts of which the defend- 
ants are charged constitute a crime. A possible 
obstacle to a successful prosecution of the per- 
sons complained of is the Statute of Limitations. 
Yet there are strong reasons for believing that 
this obstacleis not insurmountable. The stat- 
ute under which itis sought to prosecute may 
be so conatrued as to enabie the people to pro- 
ceed, notwithstanding the Statute of Limita- 
tions, and such construction would have much 
support In reason and common sense. The 
question isso close and the interests involved 


herein are so important thatit seems proper to 
leave the determination of tte questions of law 
to the court, aud in order to effect this result 
the facts should be laid before the Grand Jury, 
and, if proved, an indictment found and tried.’ 

“Nothing further appears to have been done 
until after the present incumbent of the District 
Attorney’s office entered upon the discharge of 
his duties,” The Recorder then goes into a 
lengthy review of the proceedings before the 
Grand Jury, and continues: “* At the March 
term of the court, at which I presided, the Dis- 
trict Attorney [Fellows] appeared in open court 
and made an oral statement of the proceedings 
had in the matter. He did not then nor 
has he since brought to my _ attention 
any facts not embraced in the state- 
ment made in court, and he, at the 
time of waking his statement, expressly inu- 
formed the court in answer to questions put to 
him that all the facts bearing upon the charge 
which was pending before the Grand Jury of 
the February term, and which were within his 
knowledge, had been laid before and had been 
acted upon by that body, and that shonld the 
case be submitted to another Grand Jury there 
were no additional facts which he could present 
for their consideration. 

‘He also insisted that both he as the adviser 
of the Grand Jury and the learned Judge who 
presided atthe February term [Cowing]’ had 
correctly instructed the jury upon the questions 
propounded to him and subsequently to the 
court. He, however, applied to me upon this 
statement of the case under section 270 of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure for an order resub- 
mitting the case to the Grand Jury. 

‘This section of the statute provides: 

“«The dismissal of a charge does not, however, 
prevent its being again submitted to a Gravnd Jury 
as often as the court may so direct, but without 
such direction it cannot be again submitted.’ 

“It is very clear to my mind that the Legislat- 
ure by the enactment of this provision of law 
intended to limit applications of this character 
and to prevent a person against whom a critwi- 
nal charge had been presented and acted upon 
by a Grand Jury [row being harassed by having 
the same charge, fuunded upon the same evi- 
dence, presented to another Grand Jury or to 
any number of Grand Juries, and while the 
statute provides for the resubmission of the 
case to another Grand Jury after the dis- 
missal of the charge, it also requires 
that the direction of the court shall be first ob- 
tained, and declares that without such direction 
the charge cannot be again submitted. It has 
frequently been held that when a bill of indict- 
ment has once been iguored and anew Dill sent 
to the Grand Jury and found without the leave 
of the court it ahould be promptly quashedin the 
absence of affirmative proof that. the course 
taken wasrequlred to meet some grave emergen- 
cy or provide for some urgent public need. 

* Applying this rule to the facts presented 
upon the present application, I am unable tu 
convince myself that there should be a resub- 
mission of this case based upon the facts upon 
which I am asked to act. It does appear aftfirm- 
atively, first, that all the evidence bearing upon 
the alleged offense has been carefully presented 
to the Grand Jury of the February term, and 
that every witness having any knowledge tend- 
ing to establish the commission of the alleged 
criminal offense or the guiltof the defendants 
has been examined with unusual care; and, sec- 
ond, that there are no facts existing and within 
the reach of the District Attorney in 
addition to the evidence already presented and 
acted upon which he could lay before the 
Grand Jury. The statute requires that when 
an application of this character is made sufli- 
cient reasobs must be assigned which will in- 
duce the court to order a resubmission of the 
complaint. Here the Diatrict Attorney ex- 
pressly concedes that there are no additional 
facts which he can present, and also that the 
Grand Jury acted upon the facts before them 
under proper legal advice bearing upon all facts 
elicited. upon their inquiry into the alleged 
crime. 

‘Nor is anything suggeated from which I 
could even infer that the Grand Jury have acted 
improperly in arriving at the conclusion that 
the charge should be dismissed or that they mis- 
understood their duty upon a state of facts such 
as have been presented upon this application. 
I would be doing a very great injustice, it seems 
to me, were I to direct the same case upon the 
same evidence and without even a suggestion of 
either ignorance or misconcevtion on the 
part of the Grand Jury who acted upon 
it to be submitted to another body of Grand 
Jurors for the mere purpose of reviewing the 
action of their predecessors. The practice of 
reviewing a complaint before a subsequent 
Grand Jury, after a previous Grand Jury have 
fully examined into the facts of the case, is not 
to be commended. Ths accused and the accuaer 
ought as a general rule to abide by the decision 
of the first Graud Jury who acted upon the 
complaint. 

“To countenance these incessant complaints, 
founded upon the same charge, where the ac- 
cuser or the friends of the accused believe that 
the tirst Grand Jury may have mistaken their 
duty, (whichitis not even iutimated in this 
case has been done,) weuld lead to a disgrace- 
ful scramble between the enemies and friends 
of the accused which would be fatal toa firm, 
steady, and impartial administration of crim- 
inal justice, and itisthe duty of the court to 
aiscountenance the practice of resubmitting a 
case to another Grand Jury upon the same evi- 
dence upon which a former Grand Jury has 
acted in the absence of any proofof either ix- 
norance or misconduct upon the part of the 
former Grand Jury. 

“No grounds having been suggeated by the 
District Attorney which would authorize a re- 
submission of the complaint herein tu another 
Graud Jury, the application to do so must be 


denied.”

CHARGED WITH ABDUCTION. 


ENSIGN RYAN OF THE UNITED STATES 
NAVY ARRESTED. 
PITTSBURG, April 11.—Last evening De- 
tective Perkins of the Perkins Detective 
Agency, this city, arrested Eneign Ryan of the 
United States Navy, detailed here to inspect 
armor plates at Carnegie’s works for the Gov- 
ernment, and J. H. Mead, President of the 
Arctic Ice Company, on acharge before Alder- 
Tan Cassidy of abducting the 17-year-old 
daughter of W. J. Parsons, a prominent citizen of 
Allegheny. The daughter, Minnie Rosa Parsons, 


is leading soprano of the North-Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Chureh choir, one of the most fashion- 
able churches bere. Thecharge was made by 
Mrs. Parsons, who claims to have discovered 
through detectives that her daughter was in- 
duced to go to New-York on @ promise that she 
would be secured a position in an operatic 
troupe and supplied with costumes, She went to 
Trenton, N. J., stopped several days there at 
the Windsor Hotel under the name of Mrs. 
Marshall, and was joined by Ryan and taken to 
New-York. The arrests have created a pro- 
found social sensation. The daughter has been 
missing for 10 weeks, and the mother haa been 
searching for her everywhere, and most proml- 
nent citizens here as well as Pastors of churches 
have been interested in the hunt. 

The news of the arrest of Ensign Ryan for 
abducting Miss Parsons caused considerable 
excitement. Lieut. Eaton, who is in command 
here, has been notified to suspend Ryan pend- 
Ing theinvestigation, If the chargeis sustained 
Lieut. Eaton says he will be dismissed from the 
service. The prisoners have been held in 
$10,000 hail. 

Ensign Ryan made a statement this afternoon 
in which *e denied that he had in any way been 
responsible for Miss Parson's disuppearance. 
He was well acquainted with the girl, having 
frequently met her atthe North-Avenue Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. Shortly before she left 
home she toid him she was going on the stage, 
and askeil him forinformation concerning cer- 
tain professional people in New-York. Later he 
received a letter from her at Baltimore, in 
which she detailed her experience. She then 
Went to New-York. Ryan claims that he tried 
to dissuade her trom going on the stage, but she 
persisted. Ske assured him that her parents 
woud not object to ber engaging in that em- 
ployment, and said her mother had taught her 
elocution. 


Miss Parsons was found in this city yesterday 
and has returned home. She was found by De- 
tective Sérgeant Shelaon of Inspector Byrnes’s 
stalfin a boarding house in Clinton-place, and 


was taken to Police Headquarters. The girl 
is good-looking and bright. She will be 18 years 
old next Saturday. She told Inspector Byrnes 
that she ambitious to ge on the operatic stage, 
and she knew herself that she bud some 
talent for inusic. She was introduced 
to Lieut Ryan and Mr. Meade by a 
companion named Carrie Hamilton. She 
did not know Ryau’s real name, but he 
was introduced to her as J. R. Marshall, a 
theatrical agent. The plan was for Minnis and 
Carrie to run away at the saine time with Ryan 
and Meade. but at the last moment Carrie 
repented and remained at home. Munnie left 
home on the evening of Jan 31, and was met by 
Ryau the next day at the American House in 
Trenton, N. J., where she had recistered as Mra. 
Marshall. The couple came to this city and put 
up atthe Rochester tlouse, in Bleecker-street. 
They remained at the Rochester House for two 
weeks, at the end of which time Ryan gave her 
$20 and deserted her. She wfterward got 
work in a store for a few days, and 
subsequently joined the Duff opera 
troupe, where she s&ng in the chorus at $15 per 
week, She was with the company tor two werks 
in Boston and then returned to this city, where 
she got an engagement at $30 a week. She de- 
clared her entire wiilingness to go home and ap- 
pear against Ryan and Meade. She was accord- 
ngly taken in charge by Detective Sheldon, who 
put her on board the 5:15 P. M. train en route 
for Pittsburg.

WON’T GET ANY MORE PAY. 

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday heard arguments on the propo- 
sition to equip the Police Department with a 
patent signaling system by which every officer 
when on duty will be enabled to communicate 
with the station house or with Headquarters. 
The system is owned by the Hertzog Teleseme 
Company. The matter came before the board 
onan application by the Board -of Police Com- 
‘missioners for indorsement of the system. Ex- 
Chief-Judge Charles P. Daly said that the law had 
been complied with, and that a fairtest bad been 
made ofall the various signaling systems in 
use. Ex-Police Commissioner Joel B. Erhardt, 
who represented the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Company; C. T. Driscoll of the Brew- 


er & Smith Company, and John M. Pendleton of 
the Equitable Electric Company denied Mr. 
Daly's statement, and declared that no oppor- 
tunity for competitive tests had been given. 
Police Commissioner Voorhis said that fair 
tests had been made, but it was his opinion that 
the Hertzog system was not the best one that 
could be secured. Police Commissioner Mc- 
Clave remarked that a full test had been made. 
In big opinion the Hertzug system was a good 
one, The whole matter was laid over for the 
present. 

The board then formally approved the plans 
of the Park Commissioners for the new addi- 
tions to the Museum of Natural History, andl 
authorized Controller Myers to issue $400,000 
ip stock to pay the coat of the improvement. 

President Forster submitted a reaolution in- 
dorsing the action of a wajority of the Police 
Commissioners in raisiag the salaries of the 
Servearts of Police. It was oppused by Mayor 
Hewitt and was laidon the table. The Mayor 
took occasion to aay: ‘Gov. Hill did right to 
veto the Sergeants’ Salary bill. These men don’t 
deserve any more pay. They have sought to tn- 
timidate public officials into supporting their 
absurd claims, and I, myself, have been thresat- 
ened if I did not vote for the increase of their 
salaries, Anonymous letters have been sent me 
containing all manner of threats unless [ sup- 
ported these Sergeants. IT venture to say tharil 
all of these men resigned their places a better 
clasa of men vould be got to fill them.” 

“They didu’t threaten me,” remarked Presi- 
dent Forster. 

“Well, they did threaten me and many oth- 
ers,” replied the Mayor.
